Nottke Blasts Kneupfer As Too Liberal

Wilbert Nottke. a candidate for 


the 39th senatorial seat, this week 
blasted his incumbent opponent 
Sen. Jack Kneupfer as being too 
liberal for conservative DuPage 
County. 


Nottke's remarks came in the 


closing weeks of a rugged trav- 


eling-campaign that has seen him 
speaking in six townships. 


The Itasca 
official's charge 


against Kneupfer is not new to the 
primary war of words. The chal- 
lenger decided to run for office 
when a local newspaper article re- 
lated Kneupfer's 
liberal trends 


while voting in Springfield. The ar- 
ticle referred to Kneupfer as one of 


a mini-handful of Liberal Republi- 
cans in the Senate. It related that 
many of Kneupfer's 
colleagues 


were voting against his liberal 
views. This supposedly prompted 
Nottke into the senate race. 


Nottke takes aim at Kneupfer's 


refusal to support Republican pro- 
grams such as the new tax pack- 
age. He calls the incumbent "not 


the Governor's Boy." In some Re- 
publican circles, that may be more 
of a recommendation than a con- 
demnation. 


While Kneupfer may not support 


present administration programs 
and policy, Nottke is a strong sup- 
porter of Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


"OUR GOVERNOR is doing a 


tremendous job trying to bring the 


state back on a sound financial 
basis, but he needs legislation," 
lauds Nottke. 


The Itasca Village President 


views Kneupfer as a renegade to 
conservative county Republicans. 
He claims Kneupfer does not re- 
flect the views of the voters. 


Kneupfer has already reflected 


the views of the voters because he 


holds the seat Nottke is aspiring to. 


While Nottke is urging voters to 


cast a "No" for the March 17 sew- 
er referendum, he is asking the op- 
posite reaction for his election. 


Nottke may need the luck of the 


Irish to unseat the popular Kneup- 
fer. If nothing else, he'll have vot- 
ers and Irish green going for him 
when voters take to the polling 
booths on St. Patrick's Day.

Vandalism Rocks 
Schools, Clubs 


"Idle hands are the devil's tools," the 


saying goes. 


An apparently small group of Ben- 


senville teens has been taking advantage 
of the warmer weather and longer day- 
light hours to "revolt against the Estab- 
lishment" with acts of vandalism and 
theft, according to Bensenville Juvenile 
Officer Donald Jenson. 


The Bensenville Police Department 


has reported numerous incidents of van- 
dalism in the Bensenville area in the last 
week. Hardest hit has been property 
owned by School Dist. 2. 


"It is a small group of teenage kids 


who think they have an ax to grind with 
the Establishment," Jenson said. "They 
are acting against society. It's something 
that is going on all over." 


ARSON WAS THE reported cause of a 


fire at the Green Street School Wednes- 
day night. Kenneth Carroll, business 
manager for Dist. 100, arrived at the 
school for a meeting and found smoke on 
the upper floor of the building, according 
to police. 


The fire was traced to a wooden base- 


ment door on the west side of the school. 
Police reported the fire was started by a 
small pile of papers placed in a corner of 
the door well. The fire was put out with a 
fire extinguisher. 


"The fire was found before it caused 


serious damage," Jenson said. "The 
building is old and has many wooden 
parts. There could have been serious 
damage." 


Earlier this week policeman Steve 


Heike observed two juveniles burglar- 
izing autos parked in front of the Tioga 
School. The two youths were brought to 
the station and charged with burglary 
and theft by police. 


MARK SOPER, superintendent of 


transportation for the Bensenville School 
districts reported several buses were 
vandalized at the Tioga School sometime 
Monday. Two windows and a mirror 
were broken, the contents of a first aid 
kit were stolen and then burned, vaseline 
was spread on the seats and steering 
wheel and obscenities were written on 
the driver's trip sheet. 


"We have had incidents reported of 


damage to Mohawk School also," said 
police Lt. Art Garcia. Garcia said van- 
dals have been breaking windows at the 
send and throwing bricks from the con- 
struction area in the rear onto the roof of 
the school. 


Schools, however, were not the only 


places ravaged by vandals this week. 
The Mohawk and White Pines Golf 
Courses also have been plagued by van- 
dalism and burglary 


Board Views Referendum Failure 


The Dtit. 100 Board of Education in 


Bensenville took time to catch their 
breath before delving into the reason* for 
the defeat of the fourth consecutive 
educational referendum in the district. 


The special meeting, held Tuesday 


right, also included discussion of the cur- 
tainent program and the financial pro- 
jection for oext year. 


The board agreed the four consecutive 


referendum failures indicated the "com- 
munity ha* told us to live within our 
meant." The board thought one of the 
reasons for the defeat* was the "tax- 
payer revolt." The cHiiens are upset 
over higher taxes, they contend.

Bender painted out Wood Dale bad 


passed an elementary education referen- 
dum and a park district referendum, but 
refused to pass the Fenton referendum 
held in February. 


"The results of the referendum have a 


great deal to do with the administration 
and the face they present to the tax- 
payer," Bender said. 


James DKMo, board president, ex- 


plained be was concerned about how citi- 
zens groups arrive at then* decisions. 
DiQrio said before the referendum he 
had taked to numerous citizens groups 
and was surprised to find how hlglujr 
misinformed some of the people were. 


"ONE PERSON THOUGHT the board 


of education was paid and that I received 
an annual salary of $10,000," DiOrlo said 
"1 get al the free coffee I can drink. 


"The board members are elected by 


the citizens. It is the duty of the board 
member to establish policy or guidelines 
within which the administration must fol- 
low. 


"A lot of our own story didn't get print- 


ed. The public doesn't know a lot of the 
alms of the board. If this is the case, we 
have not done our job properly. We are 
the ones who have to account." 


DiOrio suggested the board look into 


the possibilities of forming a citizens 
committee to study the past referenda 
and prepare for another in the future.

munfcations for the failures of the refer- 


"The board has to sett their Job to the

Back in the headlines again fa the per- 


ennial skirmish between the DuPage 
County auditor and the county board. 


From a practical point of vtew, the 


problem of "cooperation" is ao nearer to 
being resolved than it was a month or 
two ago. 


A recent flareup revealed Jack Wall 


Bloomingdale Townthip. as willing to 
serve as courier twice a month to get the 
claims from the auditor's office to the fi- 
nance committee a distance of ISO feet 
by his own estimate. He would do this he 
•aid. at no charge to get the claims to 
toe board in time for legal approval so 
creditors won't have to continually wait 
for their money. But apparently no one 
bought the deal. 


T u e s d a y . LeRoy James. Downers 


Grove Township, blew the whistle again 
when the finance chairman, Mrs. Ange 
Mahnke. Milton Township, in her com- 
mittee, the dollar total of which rum as 
had failed to get the claims to the com- 
mittec which meets every other Monday 
eipressly for the purpose of processing 
claims. 


IT'S ESTIMATED that as many as 200 


separate claims clear through this com- 
mittee the dollar total of which runs at 
high as $250,000. 


"Are we playing games." asked 


James. '•Personally. I think game* arc 
being played. This is not fair to the fi- 
nance committee nor the board members 
who vote." 


Mrs. Mahnke told the board that the 


finance committee met with the county 
auditor on other matters the previous 
Thursday and when she asked him if the 
claims would be ready Friday, he said 
they wouldn't be available until Tuesday 
(the present session). 


"Someone is being obstinate and with- 


holding them from this board," Pat 
Riedy. Lisle Township, charged. 


There was a hostile murmur around 


the room as a volley of unkind remarks, 
a|l out of order were made. Summed up 
they amounted to calling in the state's 
attorney men to launch a campaign 
through the courts to bring pressure on 
the auditor. 


BUT HERE THE county chairman 


stepped in and said he had sought legal 
advice on the nutter and that the law 
dow not "designate when" but simply 
says "present to board." 


The auditor, accordingly, was in com- 


pUanco with the law governing the mat- 
tar: He toft the claims at the meeting 
room door at exactly B-.ao a.m. Legally 
then they didn't have to wait. 


But nevertheless some of the board 


members wanted to take a short cut 
They wanted to know if it was necessary 
for the finance committee to look over 
the claims and recommend them for pay- 
ment. 


This irritated Riedy who vehemently 


pointed out. "There are a lot of bills that 
no one has ever seen." He again pressed 
for action that would bring the auditor to 
heel. 


BVT AGAIN TUB county chairman 


stepped in to say that first the board 
must learn whether the auditor was com- 
plying with the law. To do that he'd see 
the state's attorney. 


Further questioning though, revealed 


that the county clerk, who Is clerk of the 
board, already had the checks to cover 
claims at issue. He said it was procedure 
for the county auditor to forward the in- 
formation to data processing.

A coun- 
ty of half a million can't operate like one 
of 10,000 or 50,000. Our laws are not keep- 
ing up with our development." 


He will seek to have the auditor pre-

We should have about 168 
men but only employ 81." 


Shimp believes the major problem that 


will sock his police department tat the 
next few years is narcotics and the youth 


who uses it. 


"The sheriffs department should be 


act up as the nucleus, the central law 
enforcement agency that whenever a 
town has a problem with narcotics it 
could draw from the expertise of county 


"WITH MORE MEN the county could 


set up a vice squad to look into the activ- 
ities of the crime syndicate and the vice, 
gambling and prostitution that goes 
along with it. Crime is increasing be- 
cause of the use of narcotics in terms of 
vandalism and burglary."

Hacker To Save 'Bomb9 


Frank Hacker is like a frustrated quar- 


terback. He's saving the "bomb" for the 
end of the game. 


Hacker is the Democratic candidate 


for the office of Sheriff of DuPage Coun- 
ty. In thto case, the "bomb" is an as yet 
unrevealed charge he says he will level 
at incumbent sheriff Wayne S. Shimp 
when the two lock horns hi November's 
final election. 


If Hacker is, indeed, frustrated, it is 


probably because he's a Democrat in a 
highly vocal Republican stronghold. That 
would make any political aspirant shud- 
der and maybe loose on the trigger fin- 
ger (that's especially bad for a sheriff 
candidate). 


But Hacker has a mental control of the 


situation. 


"ANY CANDIDATE with the support 


of the people could work beautifully with 
any administration." Hacker said. "If 
there is such a thing as a Democratic 
sheriff of DuPage County he would an- 
swer to the people who put him there, 
not to the Republican hierarchy." 


Hacker, 46, looks at the Job of sheriff 


in the county as being an administrative 
one, something that would thrive from 
suggestions from everyone and a joint ef- 
fort by all At the same time he said the 
sheriffs department now is not a profes- 
sional law enforcement body and not 
being administered in a professional 
way. 


"In DuPage County," Hacker began, 


"there to a definite lack of respect for 
the sheriff's office right now than ever 
before. Just ask some of the police 
chiefs about their complaints over the 
sheriffs department" 


THIS LACK OF respect was one of the 


top priority items Hacker will attack in 
the coming months, when the debate gets 
lively as the days count down to Nov. S. 
But the former Milton Township Com- 
missioner of Highways didn't save every- 
thing for the last months. 


"There are three main things that need 


to be done," be said. "First is to improve 
the morale of the department. This is 
one of the things that happens when you 
have one-party control. The department 
heads are afraid to move until they get 
permission. They need more of a free 
band to do some of the things that need 
to be done. 


"The office must also be more depart- 


mentalized and the need for this was 
caused by improper administration all 
the way down the line. 


"ALSO, THERE is a need for more 


funding. More men are needed. Only two 
cars patrol the southern part of the coun- 
ty of about 90 miles of territory. We need 
to create new departments to deal with 
some of the more major problems." 


The major criminal problem facing the 


county, Hacker feels, is that of drugs and 
its affect on youth. This problem can be 
attacked effectively by police, according 
to Hacker. 


"It takes a proper education of the 


family. And more and more police should 
go into the community and talk to the 
parents before the problem starts or gets 
bigger. Police should talk to civic and 
parent organizations. A functional pro- 
gram is needed to deal with Juvenile de- 
linquency, drugs, Just crime in general. 


"BUT GETTING into the community 


not the final answer but a big one. There 
has been a general breakdown for re- 
spect of law and order. There is a lack of 
respect for authority, oneself and 
society. 


"The sheriffs department can get the 


trust and respect of the people back. 
They can do this by the fair adminis- 
tration of the law and by building the 
morale of the oeopte that have to enforce 
it."

Hacker said he wants to improve the 


benefits earned by the sheriffs police- 
man and believes they have the right to 
form organization's or association to do 
this. 


"The union movement has 
given 


people something to come back to which 
gives them the power to equalize against 
those above them. Do you think police- 
men in Chicago would be getting as 
much benefits without their organiza- 
tions?"

We 
need to be a more professional polve de- 
partment with a larger force and more 
cars to cope with these problems." 


To help put more men into action, 


Shimp points to the success of an infor- 
mation center that was judged the most 
unique and given a high rating by Kodac, 
Inc. The center helps cut costs, accord- 
ing to Shimp, and saves space and time. 


"BECAUSE OF THIS system we are 


able to get more officers back on the 
street faster and prisoners can be han- 
dled by office personnel. We also serve 
as a central lockup for prisoners." 


The county jail has been a sore spot 


for a long time, according to official 
sources and Shimp points to an improve- 
ment in this aspect also A doctor is at 
the jail three days a week to administer 
aid to persons in the lockup and the set- 
vice to the prisoners has also improved, 
said Shimp 


Shimp said he is working hard to im- 


prove the salaries and benefits of his 
men but that he didn't believe they 
should join police unions like so many of 
their counterparts have in Cook County.

The Way We See It 


Road's Plan Helpful 


If we're going to continue mov- 


ing people back and forth in our 
increasingly-congested society, it's 
going to take a balanced and ef- 
ficient transportation system. 


That should be obvious. Automo- 


biles and highways certainly can't 
handle the crush alone in a metro- 
politan region like this, because the 
day will come when there won't be 
room for any more highways, and 
there won't be room for any more 
cars on the highways that do exist. 
Rush hour is bad enough even now. 


Each method of transportation 


must be dependent on the others, 
with autos, trains, buses, even 
planes needing each other. 


That's why ideas like the Mil- 


waukee Road's proposed mass 
transit district for its west subur- 
ban line must be seriously consid- 
ered. They can't be rejected lightly 
or emoticnally, and we're dis- 
tressed that at a recent meeting 
between officials of the railroad 
and of 18 towns along the liine, two 
community leaders quickly raised 
a red flag. 


Both Itasca Pros. Wilbert Nottke 


and Hanover Park Mayor Richard 


Baker recoiled from the plan, fret- 
ting that it represented encroach- 
ing "federalism." 


What the railroad wants is a 


mass transit district to represent 
the line from Chicago to Elgin, 
with such a district entitled to two- 
thirds federal funding for new 
coaches and locomotives. 


The line says it's in trouble as a 


private enterprise and can't come 
up with the capital to meet its 
needs, which — according to the 
railroad — call for 36 more bi-level 
cars and 13 locomotives by 1974. 


The railroad feels growth in the 


communities along the line — 
which include Bensenville, Wood 
Dale, Medinah, Roselle, Itasca and 
Hanover Park — is simply too fast 
for the road to keep pace. So it 
wants the cooperation of all the 
towns in trying to form the new 
district. 


Nottke's suggestion was that in- 


stead of moving for the district, the 
railroad should first "re-evaluate" 
its operation. 


Toward the end that the railroad 


m i g h t r e d u c e possible in- 
efficiencies, that makes sense. And 


we also share the displeasure of 
Nottke and Baker in the federal 
government getting into the trans- 
portation business. 


But we don't think that raising 


the warning cry of "federalism" is 
very helpful. The problem is much 
bigger than that, and it doesn't just 
apply to the Milwaukee Road. 


Old solutions simply don't al- 


ways work in new situations, and 
the financial pressure on commu- 
ter railroads throughout the United 
States is a well-known fact. 


If the railroads are to stay in 


business — and haul their share of 
the commuting public — federal 
help in the purchase of new equip- 
ment may be the answer. 


Milwaukee Road officials intend 


to meet individually with the vil- 
lage boards of all the towns on the 
line, to discuss the plan in detail 
and answer questions and prob- 
lems. 


We think all the towns owe it to 


the railroad and to their residents 
to take part seriously and not back 
off by letting philosophy cloud real- 
ity.

Scotch Rumor on Movie

It may appear to be a slack time now 


after some of the more monumental deci- 
sions that were made between Addison's 
board of trustees and local entrepre- 
neurs. 


It appears so, but it isn't. 
Several projects which came up before 


the board were acted on after mighty de- 
liberation. Still ahead is the proposed 
high rise ordinance and still later they 
will study a new comprehensive plan for 
the village. 


LOCAL BUILDERS and businessmen 


have also made decisions which will af- 
fect the future of Addison and improve 
conditions for residents of the village. 


But in the background comes a rumor 


that the company which is proposing that 
a new movie theater within the village 
may be running into financial difficulty 
which could have a profound effect on 
their final choice to build the structure 
here at all. 


It seems the overriding problem may 


be money or the lack of it (where have 
we heard that before?). 


Gust Fredrickson Inc., decided a 


couple of months back that Addison may 
be a ripe community for a building 
which shows moving pictures. They pro- 
posed the site east of the Lutherbrook 
Children's Home on Lake Street. 


THE IDEA appeared to be a good one 


as witness the approval given it by the 
Addison Zoning Board of Appeals, Plan 
Commission and Land Use committee 
Next it goes before the village board. 


But now comes rumor that the econom- 


ic problems plaguing everyone these 
days has struck at Fredrickson Inc 


And the big bugaboo seems to be that 


the company didn't estimate correctly 
the cists for the building, that wages 
may exceed its projections for the outlay 
needed to run the theater properly. 


But Howard Sundberg, a representa- 


tive of the Fredrickson firm, told the 
Register Wednesday that these things 
are strictly rumors and nothing else. 


"THERE ARE SO many details that 


we have to take care of yet," Sundberg 
said. "It will probably be another six 
weeks before we take care of them and 


determine exactly what we are going to 
do. 


"But we are definitely going ahead 


with plans to build the theater. I'm sure 
now that we won't change our plans. But 
these things take time. Probably people 
go by the proposed site and don't see any 
activity and they think something is go- 
ing wrong. But all that's left is for us to 
tie up the loose ends." 


Sundberg admitted that the tight mon- 


ey situation may have an effect on the 
total construction of the building but that 
it is a general problem with all com- 
panies and nothing unique to offse* plans 
to go ahead 


HE SAID THE increases in costs such 


as wages go up every year and that this 
has been taken into account by his firm. 


A theater franchise from the east coast 


will be involved in the movie complex, 
probably to run the operation, according 
to Sundberg. However, he said, Fred- 
rickson owns the property, will build on 
it and own the theater if and when zoning 
is approved.

WASHINGTON 
(UPD-The U S gov- 


ernment looks with favor upon the in- 
stitution of marriage, and at tax time a 
married man gets a break that is denied 
to bachelors. Me usually can save- consid- 
erable money by filing a joint return 
with his wife 


The savings are greatest when the wife 


is not employed But even if you have a 
working wife, a joint return offers a 
chance to cut your tax bill 


Single persons may have to pay as 


much as 40 per cent more tax on the 
»nme income as married couples filing a 
joint return 


The tax reform bill passed by Congress 


last December will cut the taxes of 
mngle persons to rates no higher than 20 
per cent above the joint return, effective 
with 1971 income. But the new single per- 
son rates won't show up on returns until 
tax time in 1972. They're no help this 
year 


Married couples have a choice: They 


can file either jointly or separately. Al- 
though it is almost always to your advan- 
tage to file jointly, the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) suggests that you figure 
your return both ways just to be sure. 


The IRS explains the joint return sav- 


ings this way: Tax rates rise on a scale 
from 14 to 70 per cent (exclusive of sur- 
charge) depending on your income 
bracket. The more money you make, the

A married couple, in effect, gets to 


split their total income SO-SO on a joint 
return. This means the couple will pay a 
lower percentage on each half of this to- 
tal Income than if one of them had to 
pay taxes on the total amount. 


French Franc 
Ends Assault 
On Ft. Knox 


PARIS (UPD — Three years ago, 


France was laying siege to Ft Knox, 
selling all her dollars for gold and under- 
mining confidence in the U.S. dollar as 
an international reserve currency. 


Today, the French franc is no longer a 


challenger of the dollar, and the Banque 
de France has had to borrow $1 billion 
from the US. Federal Reserve to prop 
up the seriously weakened French cur- 
rency 


Under President Charles De Gaulle, 


and under present French President 
Georges Pompidou, France was and is 
nt'oroiibly opposed to what she calls "the 
system of blocs," which affords the 
t'mted States and the Soviet Union what 
France considers a disproportionately 
large voice in international affairs 


In 1%B. France demanded gold from 


Ft 
Ki ,,x in exchange for the roughly 


$800 million she had earned from foreign 
trade and tourism At the same time, she 
began agitating for an increase in the 
official price of gold — in other words, 
devaluation of the U S dollar. 


French gold purchases and policy 


statements created a crisis in the inter- 
national money markets, and the run on 
the dollar began. 


At (he height of the crisis. France also 


withdrew from the international gold 
pool 


When France withdrew, she was in ef- 


fect refusing to support the dollar 


The French attack on the dollar almost 


succeeded, and only failed when then 
U S President Lyndon B. Johnson man- 
aged to perwade Congress to remove the 
minimum gold cover for the dollar that 
required the US Treasury to keep at 
least 25 per cent of the total value of its 
dollars in circulation in gold. 


By sheer coincidence, the congression- 


al action that allowed the United States 
to go on selling gold happened at about 
the same time that France had to call off 
its attack on the dollar, and concentrate 
on its domestic worries 


A student and worker revolt, which re- 


sulted in nationwide general strikes, 
caused the flight of money from France 
and deprived the French government of 
the reserves it needed to keep up the 
pressure of the dollar 


From a high point of nearly 18 billion 


worth of gold and foreign currency re- 
serves, France in less than one year was 
faced with actual bankruptcy 
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The savings from a joint return are 


greater in the higher income 
brack- 


ets 
and 
for couples where the wife 


had no income. Here is an example: 


A married man with taxable income 


(income after subtracting deductions and 
exemptions) of $6,000 last year can re- 
duce his tax bill by $143 if he files jointly 
with a wife who had no income of her 
own. 


The joint return tax would total 


$1,100 
including the surtax A sepa- 


rate return by the husband would cost 
him $1,243. 


At $8,000 taxable income, the savings 


climbs to $275—$1,793 on a separate re- 
turn and $1,518 on a joint filing. 


It is a good idea to calculate your tax 


both ways because in certain cases, the 
benefits of a joint return disappear. 


For example, if a husband who earned 


a gross of $2,349 last year files a sepa- 
rate return, he will owe a tax bill of $242. 
If his wife earned a gross of $2,124 and 
files separately, her tax is $203. Com- 
bined, the bill is $445 


If the couple files a joint return on 


their 
combined income of $4,473, the 


tax would be $448 or $3 more. Such cir- 
cumstances, however, are rare. 


Both husband and wife must sign a 


joint return. And both of their Social Se- 
curity numbers should be shown on the 
form. Leaving 
off 
either 
Social Se- 


curity number may delay your refund, if 
any. 


If you file separate returns, both of you 


must take the same approach to deduc- 
tions. If one takes 10 per cent standard 
deduction, the other also is obligated to 
use it. If one itemizes his deductions, the 
other itemizes, too 


If you file separately, you may claim 


your wife as a $600 exemption only if she 
had no income of her own last year and 
was not another taxpayer's dependent. If 


she bad income, you may not claim her 
unless you file a joint return. 


There are some circumstances where 


you are not allowed to file a joint return. 
You may not file a joint return if you 
were 
divorced 
or 
legally separated 


at the end of 1969. You may not file if 
either was a nonresident alien for any 
part of 1969. 


But if you fall into any of these cate- 


gories—or if you are single—don't des- 
pair. You still may be able to claim stat- 
us as a "head of household" and get 
about half the tax break of a joint return. 


In order to qualify as a head of house- 


hold, you must be single, or legally sepa- 
rated or divorced or have a nonresident 
alien spouse during some part of 1969. In 


addition, yon must have paid more than 
half the cost of maintaining a household 
for some relative all of last year. 


If you provided a home for your 
el- 


derly 
mother, 
you probably can qual- 


ify as a head of household. The home 
doesn't have to be in your own house in 
the case of a parent as for others but it 
cannot be a home for the aged. How- 
ever, the parent would have to be your 
dependent 


But if you want to qualify as a head of 


household and your relative is an unmar- 
ried child, grandchild, stepchild or other 
relative, he must live at home with you. 
The unmarried child, grandchild or step- 
child does not nave to be a dependent but 
any other relative must

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Women Speak Out on the Pill Question 


by BILUE BACHHUBEK 


Can 84 million American Women be 


wrong? Or » million the world over? 
That's how many women used the birth 
control pill until recent Senate hearings 
in Washington touched off "pill panic." 
Now some of the women have quit or are 
wondering whether they should. 


Mrs. Mary Jane Snyder, public rela- 


tions director for Planned Parenthood of 
Chicago, has noted a recent shift in atti- 
tude among certain women. It is the 
headline reader who panicked, she said. 
The "thinking" woman who reads in 
depth with intellectual rather than emo- 
tional response has not stopped using this 
most effective of all birth control mea- 
sures. 


Many women also are influenced by 


television, said Mrs. Snyder. The nega- 
tive or positive emphasis of programs 
watched (they do not tell the whole sto- 
ry) can confuse the viewer. 


"TESTIMONY taken out of context 


and published is also confusing," she 
added. 


The result: some women now are ei- 


ther changing methods of birth control or 
dropping the pill completely. Planned 
Parenthood believes women risk much 
more by unwanted pregnancies than by 


taking the pill, according to Mrs. Snyder. 


Some area women have been in- 


fluenced adversely by recent publicity, 
and some have not. A few who have 
"feared" the pill have avoided it com- 
pletely. 


Mrs. Ray Sanborn, 211 S. School St., 


Mount Prospect, is a former "pill" user 
who says she would not take it again. 
She is afraid it may be contributing to 
sterility in some women. This mother in 
her early thirties said her doctor reports 
he a seeing more and more women hav- 
ing difficulty becoming pregnant after 
using the pill. He now is counseling new- 
ly-marrieds to have desired families 
first, then to practice birth control. 


THE SANBORNS have a 2-year-old. 


They want another child. "We've been 
trying over a year and I'm still not 
pregnant," she complained. 


The Washington bearings have upset a 


21-year-old mother of two small children, 
2 years and 3 weeks old. Mrs. Steven 
Small, 2310 Algonquin Road, Rolling 
Meadows, used the pill for several 
months but gave it up, she said, because 
of leg aches. However, she had planned 
to try it again until the Senate probe 
raised too many questions. 


Mrs. Small worries more about the

possibility of sterility or a sudden blood 
clot than cancer, which can be detected 
in regular checkups. Because of her 
doubts about the pill's safety, Mrs. Small 
plans to investigate 
the IUD (in- 


trauterine coil). 


Another young married who worries 


about sterility is Mrs. Mark Thome, 1618 
W. Weathersfield, Schaumburg. Judy, a 
medical technologist, investigated thor- 
oughly all known medical aspects of the 
pill before using it her first year of mar- 
riage. 


"OUR PATHOLOGIST at the time told 


me it was still in the experimental stage 
but I could take it safely . . . with cau- 
tion." 


Mrs. Thorne used the sequential pill, 


which more nearly simulates bodily func- 
tions, she said. Only side effects were 
beneficial ones for Mrs. Thorne. Painful 
menstrual periods were eased and regu- 
lated. Since giving up the pill, she's hav- 
ing trouble again, she reported. 


Judy Thorne used the oral con- 


traceptive just one year, then hoped to 
start a family. That was two years ago. 
She still is not pregnant. 


"After all this publicity, I can't help 


but wonder if the pill has anything to do 
with it." She is not sure she'll ever take 
the hormonal medication again. 


THOUGH THE HEARINGS have put a 


few doubts in her mind, Mrs. Owen 
Gregg, 406 N. Fairview, Mount Prospect, 
retains faith in her doctor's judgment. 
Mrs. Gregg, mother of one child and now 


pregnant, has taken the pill four years. 


"Most doctors put patients first and 


wouldn't give them a harmful drug," she 
said. 


However, Mrs. Gregg doesn't approve 


present publicity concerning the pill. Au- 
thorities should come out with a definite 
yes or no in her opinion. 


A friend and neighbor, Mrs. Verald 


Dickerson, 405 N. Fairview, also has one 
child and is expecting a second. In five 
years of marriage Shawna Dickerson has. 
taken the pill for three. She has experi- 
enced no side effects and plans to re- 
sume use if her doctor prescribes it. 
Mrs. 
Dickerson, in her mid-twenties, 


says she is not concerned with the con- 
troversy and is not afraid to use any- 
thing prescribed by her doctor. 


ANOTHER WOMAN who has con- 


fidence in her doctor's medical advi:e is 
Mrs. 
John Thorne, 1550 Maplewood, 


Hanover Park. Pat Thorne reports no 
problems from the pill except slight gain 
in weight. The Thornes think they have 
the ideal family, a boy and a girl. In 
agreement with Planned Parenthood's 
concern for the population explosion, 
they want to keep it that way. 


Admitting some concern because of the 


furor caused by Senate investigation, 
Mrs. Thorne said she felt a little appre- 
hensive about cancer but decided she 
knows less than her doctor, who requires 
an examination and regular checkups be- 
fore he will prescribe the oral con- 
traceptive. In agreement with many area 


women, Pat applauds one beneficial side 
effect: "It makes me more lovable." 


A BRAND NEW mother who also feels 


perfectly safe in following advice of her 
obstetrician is Mrs. Robert Francis, Jr., 
613 Clover Lane, Schaumburg. A pill user 
for two years, Mrs. Francis recently 
gave birth to her first baby and plans to 
resume use of the birth control method . 
, . with no anxiety. Their physician ex- 
plained fully all aspects of the con- 
traceptive to the young couple, she said. 


"He said it is the only completely re- 


liable method of birth control and if it 
agrees with the patient it is perfectly 
safe." Comparing it to penicillin, how- 
ever, the doctor explained that the pill 
acts differently in individual patients, 
she said. For Mrs. Francis, the pill has 
proved beneficial. If she should notice 
difficulty in the future, she'll stop taking 
it or have the prescription changed, she 
said. 


IN AGREEMENT with Mrs. Francis is 


a more experienced mother, Mrs Jack 
Crabtree, 606 Clarendon Avenue, Arling- 
ton Heights. The mother of three chil- 
dren, Mrs. Crabtree says she hasn't fol- 
lowed too closely the recent pill con- 
troversy, but feels no anxiety about us- 
ing medication prescribed by her doctor. 
The Crabtrees' three sons are 7, 5 and 3. 


Her doctor didn't recommend use of 


the pill until after the last baby, said 
Holly Crabtree. She has used the hor- 
mones for 214 years and reports no ad- 
verse side effects. Previously the use of 


a diaphragm proved ineffective for her 
she said. 


From the advent of wide usage of the 


pill, many middle-aged women privately 
have expressed their reluctance to use a 
medication without knowledge of long- 
range effects. Now many are expressing 
concern for their daughters who are us- 
ing this method of birth control. Some 
younger women agree with this caution. 


MRS. JOHN LINK, 165 Arlene, Pala- 


tine, speaks out against the pill. Judy 
Link, who has one child, said the pill 
"scares"' her and the whole idea seems 
unnatural to her. Too many of her 
freinds have problems relating to the pill 
— weight gain, nausea, blood clots. Now 
in her mid-twenties, Mrs. Link has been 
married seven years without an unwant- 
ed pregnancy. Ortho-gyno jelly has pro- 
vided effective birth control for her, she 
reported. 


A Wheeling mother of two, one a teen- 


ager, reports what she called "psy- 
chological" side effects in some of her 
friends who take the p,U. "They so often 
seem depressed and worried they aren't 
doing the right thing," she said. "I know 
I wouldn't feel right taking it. 


Mrs. Robert Fasick, 303 S. William, 


Mount Prospect, recently considered us- 
ing the pill but said the hearings "cooled 
her off." Mrs. Fasick, a former grade 
school teacher and mother of three boys, 
will continue using the diaphragm, a 
method which, for her, she said, has 
been reliable. 


More Enjoyment from Paintings 


Emphasize Art with Good Lighting 


NEW YORK (UPI)-To do justice to 


any work of art you enjoy—even child's 
yard-wide finger-paintings — use proper- 
ly planned and focused lights. 


Depending on regular room illumina- 


tion won't do the job, says Rita Harrold, 
a specialist in residential lighting. 


"Good lighting not only enhances a 


painting but can make it a focal point or 
a decorative accent in a room," says 
Miss Harrold. 


The ways in which light can be used 


for emphasis are limited only by budget 


and the ingenuity of the designer. 


"I sometimes think that the only time a 


painting is really seen and appreciated is 
in the store where it is purchased," Miss 
Harrold said. 


"You bring it home, hang it up and 


that's the end of that. Maybe you see it 
during the day, maybe you don't, and at 
night you probably don't see it at all ex- 
cept as a dark patch on the wall." 


SOMK TIPS FROM Miss Harrold, of 


Westingliouse Electric Corp., include: 


—Picture lighting should be so subtle 


that you may be unaware that a painting 
is lighted and only conscious that you 
can see every detail. Or it may be so 
subtle that the detail appears to pop 
right out of the frame but the entire 
painting doesn't shout — "Heh, look at 
me, I'm lighted " 


—The light source should be positioned 


to avoid objectionable reflections of the 
fixture itself on the painting, especially if 
glass is used on the frame. 


—Glare can be controlled by the direc- 


tion or angle between light source and

Since a painting is viewed in 
the home from many different directions, 
you should select the most likely viewing 
positions and arrange the lighting so that 
shadows are not cast by the frame. For 
flexibility and for light intensity, use a 
dimmer control. 


—INCANDESCENT light is warm and 


natural in feeling. If fluorescent lighting 
is used for a painting, however, use the 
deluxe white colors — WWX to empha- 
size reds and CWX for greens and blues 
Today paintings also are being lighted 
with tungsten halogen sources 


—The best, though costliest, lighting 


arrangement is \vith recessed ceiling fix- 
tures. However, these are only practical 
when planned for a new home or a re- 
modeling. 


The "now" \vay to display pictures ib 


to devote an entire wall or wall area to 
framed art work — to create a gallerv 
effect. Treat the entire area as a single 
unit and light it evenly with wall washing 
devices. To avoid shadow problems when 
lighting this way, the paintings must be 
hung flat against the wall and the use of 
deep frames should be avoided. 


TO LIGHT A LARGE area, use brack- 


ets or wall wash strips, mounted about 24 
inches out from the wall, housing either 
fluorescent tubes or incandescent bulbs. 


For best results, the incandescent 


tubes should be the "showcase"' type. A 
valance or cornice above or a built-in 
light box below is another possibility. 


If paintings are changed frequently, 


track lighting is ideal. A continuous elec- 
trified track is mounted to < ceiling out- 
let box. Individual units snap into the 
track and can be positioned anywhere 
and adjusted for optimum performance. 
These track units accomplish the lighting 
job effectively and provide a flexible sys- 
tem.

It's true that DDT can't tell a bird 


from a beetle. And now that people are 
becoming aware that using DDT 1s a 
mortal sin of pollution, it's a real prob- 
lem to safely get rid of the stuff. The 
Illinois Department of Public Health sug- 
g e s t s spring house-basement-garage 
cleaners DO NOT dispose of DDT in 
sink, toilet, floor drain, gutters, roadside 
ditches, storm sewers, lakes, ponds. Do 
not burn aerosol containers of DDT or 
leave empty cans exposed where chil- 
dren or pets can come in contact with it. 
Do not re-use containers for other pur- 
poses.

IF YOU LIVE in town, dispose of DDT 


in state-approved sanitary landfills, or 
place small household supplies in a cov- 
ered container for regular refuse collec- 
tion. In rural areas, do not bury DDT in 
sand, gravel or in any location where 
contamination of the ground water may 
occur. If you have large supplies on 
hand, contact the Illinois Department of 
Public Health for assistance in its,dis- 
posal. 


With no DDT, how are you going to get 


rid of rats, bedbugs, cockroaches, ants 
and other pests if you have them? The 
following information was supplied by 
Audra Frew, conservationist. 


The natural bug and pest repellents for 


household use: 


Cucumber peels placed in ant runs will 


cause ants to move out. 


Place osage oranges (hedge apples) in 


basements to discourage black water 
bugs and cockroaches. Also osage or- 
anges can be used as room deodorants to 
rid basements of musty odors. 


CATNIP SHOULD BE grown around 


barns and sheds because it is intensely 
disliked by rats. Sassafras leaves be- 
tween the mattresses will chase away 
bedbugs. Burn dried leaves of sweet bas- 
il to rid the house of mosquitoes. Spiders 
can't stand the smell of boiled plaintain. 
Pansies repel flies. 


And in the cupboard, place sassafras 


chips to rid the shelves of flour and ce- 
real weevils. 


There are a number of biological con- 


trols gardeners can employ out-of-doors. 
Among them are these: 


Chives planted at the base of a peach 


tree will keep out borers. Garlic (or 
chives) planted with nasturtiums or 
roses will discourage aphids. Parsley 
keeps beetles away. Elder leaves boiled 
and made into a strong tea can be 
sprayed on melons and cucumber plants 
to eliminate thrips. 


ONE PART SUGAR to 25 parts water 


does the trick with nematodes. 


And of course, the balance of nature 


must include a good word for the purple 
martin, who eats 2,000 mosquitoes a day 
— and with no mosquito abatement con- 
trol, we're going to need many martin 
houses! 


Praying mantis cases and ladybugs 


are sold to combat the aphid population 
by the Garden Club of Illinois Scholar- 
ship Fund. Interested naturalists can get 
them by writing Mrs. George H. Gard- 
ner, 1724 Asbury Ave., Evanston, the 
only area outlet. 


Bug eat bug, leaf repellents, tea brew- 


ing — it's not black magic — it's the new 
way of gardening.

'Critic's Choice' Too Slow

Through no fault of the actors on 


atage, Masque and Staff's present pro- 
duction, "Critic's Choice," resembled a 
freight train in the middle of switching. 
It was hard to tell which way it would 
go. And while the play finally did reveal 
a few good scenes, a few good lines, the 
total outcome was still one of dis- 
appointment. 


As Parker Ballentine might of said in 


the play, "It certainly could have used 
some rewriting and a fresh insight." 


Yet Masque and Staff put on a good 


show measured by visible talent, produc- 
tion and enthusiasm. It's just too bad the 
play wasn't on their side. It lacked the 
depth of Masque and Staff's last success- 
ful production, "General Seeger," and 
Just didn't have enough oomph to make a 
memorable comedy. 


"CRITIC'S CHOICE," as the title in- 


dicates, is a situation play. One big name 
critic, Parker Ballantine, finds himself 
trapped when he is faced with either re- 
viewing his wife's first attempt at play- 
writing dishonestly, honestly, or not at 
all. Naturally her masterpiece is ter- 
rible, which adds complications. Some- 
thing must give ... his marriage or his 
integrity. 


The outcome is fairly easy to predict 


even though a whirlwind of mis- 
cellaneous activity goes on in between. 
Introduce one castoff wife, one insipid 
son, one fairly wise mother-in-law, and 
one glamour boy of a director, and the 
action of the play is complete. 


Bob Johnson was the famed critic, the 


star of the show. Parker Ballantine looks 
upon his profession as more important 
than his life almost. "Never sell off a 
piece of yourself just to keep from hurt- 
ing someone," he preaches to his son. 


BOB HANDLED his role like an old 


pro. He was a natural for the even-tem- 
pered and usually good-natured fellow, 
the guy who is just reeking of common 
sense and rationalization. With such a 
head on his shoulders it is difficult to 
imagine why he becomes mixed up with 
two semi-neurotic females. 


His wife, Angela, was played by Bon- 


nie Casey, a true martyr to her own 
cause. Her wardrobe fascinated the au- 
dience. As a fashion plate, she was a 
true representative 
of the 
affluent 


society. Yes, Angela was unhappy most 
of the time, but it was still too bad 
that she never did smile.

She Makes A Bright Spot

If you ever are invited for rapper at 


the Harold Duel residence in Itasca, you 
may eat off of china, the likes you hare 
never seen before. It looks hand-painted, 
•ad when you notice the "LJ>." in the 
corner of the oil paintings hung in the 
living room, you naturally put two and 
two together They are band-painted and 
Mri. Lydia Duel did it. 


"Most of it is monkey busi- 


ness . . . but an awful lot of fun," she 
will tell her visitors. And then you retire 
to her studio room where you get a 
glimpse at just what kind of monkey 
business she is up to. 


Against the wall are stacks of oils on 


canvas, oils on velvet and, interspersed, 
a few water colors. Many are country 
landscapes, others are still life*. Snoopy 
Is even caught resting on his dog bouse. 
Whatever the subject, they are painted in 
brilliant splashes of color. 


"I PURPOSELY use bright colors," 


she said. "If I am able to make a bright 
spot in life, I do. It makes the world just 
a little bit more Interesting." 


But there on her desk and stored away 


hi her breakfront are samples of her 
most unusual talent — hand-painted 
china. 


"Someone told me ft waas such a hard 


art and I couldn't do it. I wanted to know 
why," she said. 


Mrs. Duel, who has 45 years of teach- 


ing behind her, believes a person with a 
genuine desire is able to accomplish al- 
most anything. She found an instructor 
and learned the basic strokes of the 
many flowers she uses in her work. 


That was four years ago. Yet she ad- 


mits, "It still is challenging ... still 
vary much fun. When I'm doing this, I 
dont pay any attention to the time." Not 
a staunch kaffee klatscher, card player, 
or meeting attender, she sometimes 
works 10 to 12 hours a day. 


"IT IS ONE OF the most difficult arts 


because there are certain strokes for ev- 
ery kind of leaf and flower," she ex- 
plained as she painted a rose, a pansy 
and a violet on a piece of tile. 


After every coat, every addition, the 


plate or piece of china goes into a kiln to 
be baked. Much of her success in copy- 
Ing every minute detail is through watch- 
ing and studying the flowers growing. 


For a Christmas party Mrs. Duel 


painted 12 complete country scenes on 
plates and let her guests pick out their 
favorite. "I kept the colors subdued so 
the food would look better," she smiled. 


Presently Mrs. Duel is planning to 


paint a daisy pattern on a complete set 
of dishes for her daughter as a fam.

hand-painted clocks for which she won 
the 1968 Craft Award for Original Idea at 
the annual Green Meadows Art Show hi 
Addiaon, the only one she enters each 
year.

What was billed as "spine tingling" 


suspense didn't even give me a shiver at 
Des Plaines Theater Guild Playhouse 
Friday night.

BLIND SUSY HENDRIX, unaware of 


the real importance of a doll brought 
home by her young photographer hus- 
band, finds herself surrounded by three 
men masquerading as a friend of her 
husband, a police officer, a slightly de- 
ranged father being tracked by an upset 
son and the son. They want the doll, 
which contains heroin. 


By various means they try to get Susy 


to reveal the whereabouts of the doll, 
from faked friendship to outright threat 
and physical violence. In pitting her own 
intelligence against the three, the blind 
girl discovers how really self-reliant she 
can be 


Karol Verson did an excellent job as 


the blind Susy. Unfortunately her acting 
couldn't carry the whole load of creating 
the necessary suspense.

SHE EXPLAINS THAT a close rela- 


tionship exists between her family and 
one boy who has visited for several 
years. "This is what it is all about. Ev- 
ery child who visits won't feel so close to 
the family but for those who do the bene- 
fits are great." 


She admits that the program may not 


be perfect but declares that "you have to 
do something." She adds that "you can 
raise your children not to be prejudiced 
but it just isn't the same as having them 


discover it themselves." 


A LARGE PART of her spare time in 


the winter is spent skiing. The whole 
family visits local slopes once a week 
and Mrs. Chaney and her husband re- 
turned Sunday from a week of siding in 
Aspen, Colo. During the summer months 
scuba diving replaces skiing and the 
Chaneys and their four children view un- 
derwater life in Florida and Mexico. Me- 
mentos from past scuba diving ex- 
peditions form one of the many collages 
in the Chaney home. 


While Mrs. Chaney is looked up to by 


children because of her artistic talent, 
she is also envied by many youngsters in 
the neighborhood. During the summer, 
when her husband takes the family car 
to work, she does her shopping and other 
errands on a motor bike. 


Going Once, Going Twice And Sold

Milt Cully sells everything from Tiffa- 


ny lamps to toothpicks at the bang of a 
gavel. 


Milt is the man behind Cully Auction 


Co., which owns and operates The Red 
Gavel,'an auction parlor and resale shop 
in Des Plaines. And the woman behind 
the man is his wife, Pat. 


The Cullys are the proprietors of The 


Red Gavel, a quaint establishment which 
deals in antiques, art objects, accent 
pieces and furnishings from the turn of 
the century to contemporary. 


"I guess you could call us 'junkers' but 


not in the facetious sense of the word. 
We enjoy searching for antiques and old 
furnishings for excitement. We're all 
'junkers' when it comes to discovering 
the old for the new," Milt explained. 


The Cullys opened The Red Gavel 


about a year ago, wnen Milt decided to 
leave the large industrial auction firm 
where he was employed and venture into 
business for himself. 'Anyone can be 
taught the auction chant or cry, but the 
real crux of the business is learning the 
values and prices of all the items that 
come across the auction block," he ex- 
plained. 


"ANYTHING FROM ping pong tables 


to cameras will pass through the auction 
block, and the auctioneer has to be fa- 
miliar with all the items plus put them in 
the proper business and financial per- 
spective. The auctioneer is a salesman." 


Milt, who graduated from Ruppert 


Auction School in Indiana, handles all the 
auctions held at The Red Gavel in addi- 
tion to handling residential, industrial 
and commercial auctions. "I will sell at 
auction for real estate settlements and 
business liquidations. Auction is one of 
the fairest ways to sell a large quantity 
of merchandise." 


"There are a lot of people today who 


will hire an auctioneer to sell a whole 


plaiins Milt Cully, who owns and op- 
erates The Red Gavel, a resale shop 
and auction parlor in Des Plaines. 


house full of furniture for them because 
they're moving out of state ami they 
don't want to cart all their furniture with 
them," Pat explained. 


"And by selling at auction, they can 


sell everything in the house, not just the 
major furnishings. An auctioneer can sell 
everything in the house, lock, stock and 
barrel in about three to five hours," she 
said. 


THE AUCTIONEER can control the 


sale price of an item only to the extent of 
setting the opening bid. "If the last price 
on an item is not as high as we'd like, we 
can retract the item from the bidding. 
It's legal but it's also the worst way to 
run an auction. 


"It's bad business, just like using a 


shill or planting someone in the audience 
to hike UD the bidding. I don't use a shill 
and none of my friends in this business 
do. A shill can give an auction company 
a bad reputation and it's just not worth 
<t," Milt explained. 


The Cullys sponsor general merchan- 


dise auctions at The Red Gavel every 
Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. and anything 
goes from used washing machines to 
door knobs. "The items at a general 
merchandise auction fall anywhere in be- 
tween very old and very new. It's unlim- 
ited. Occasionally, we'll also hold antique 
auctions on Sundays where all the mer- 
chandise is limited to just antiques and 
old pieces," Pat explained. 


THE CULLYS SAID the resale busi- 


ness seems to be picking up when most 
other businesses are having a difficult 
time financially. "Money is tight, and the 
threat of a recession is encouraging 
people to sell to make money and buy 
used furnishings to save money," Pat ex- 
plained. 


And the younger people seem to be 


selling new furnishings to buy old ones, 
while the older people are selling old fur- 
nishings to buy new. "Young married 


couples are buying more old pieces in 
furnishings, not quite antiques, while the 
older people are leaning more toward the 
contemporary pieces,'' she said. 


"There's a fantastic freedom in home 


decor — Spanish, Mediterranean, Early 
and older furnishings with almost any 
decor — Spanish, Miditerranean, Early 
American and Old1 English. And many 
people are using antiques to accent mod- 
ern and contemporary furnishings. 


"This is one of the reasons why so 


many people are interested in buying an- 
tiques and resold furniture We all have 
a little bit of the 'junker' in us because 
we like to have furnishings in our homes, 
even if they're only accent pieces, which 
we've found and refimshed ourselves," 
Milt explained.

You can look at an athlete, watch him

Robbie 
Seeds of Mundelela. and Tarn Kivisto at 
East Aurora. 


Robertson scored 46 points in a losing

He carried the Lancers on his back and 
almost carried them to victory. Every 
move he made, every shot he took 
seemed to reflect just one goal — to win. 
Not to set a scoring record or be a hero, 
but to win. 


And the disappointment unhidden in 


his weary half-smile as he received con- 
gratulations at the finish was proof 
enough that he would have traded the 
individual glory for a team triumph. 


That's what class is about. 
Seeds scored M petal* la a 73-82 romp 


over Latte Park (the previous school 
record was 32). Robbie had 32 with a 
miBHte or two left and coach Dick Star- 
key left him In the game to try tor the 
record. 


His teammates, intent on helping him 


break the mark, kept throwing the ball 
to him, despite the fact he was sur- 
rounded by three Lancers most of the 
time.

This smacks of the self-proclaimed su- 


per-star in a sandlot game. 


Now this may be entirely unfair to 


Tom, of course. It's possible he was un- 
der orders by his father to fire the ball 
every chance he got.and if that's the 
case then it's the elder Kivisto who has a 
little to learn about class. 


Which brings up the question of class 


in the coaching ranks. 


Again, some have it, some don't and 


it's not really hard to see the difference. 
And again, it's more than a matter of 
coaching philosophy — it's a reflection of 
the individual and his nature. Show me a 
coach without clt.ss and I'll show you a 
man without class. 


Running up the score on an opponent is 


exactly like kicking a guy when he's 
down. It just doesn't make much sense 
unless you get some kind of sadistic 
pleasure out of it. 


Oh, I know some will argue that scores 


have a lot to do with ratings and that if 
you want your team to get publicity and 
recognition you have to win by big 
scores. 


Which may be true. Unfortunately 


true. But H really doesn't Justify the 
slaughter. It's Just a qaestlon af whether 
you think a top rating Is more Important 
than teaching kids a little something 
about sportsmanship. 


Obviously, many do. 
They usually get their come-uppance, 


of course, 'cause there comes a day 
when they're down and a team they've 
humiliated is standing over them with 
steel-toed boots, the glint of revenge in 
their eyes. 


But that isn't really enough because 


too many kids are done a disservice In 
the process. 


The ideal solation. af course, would be 


to get rid of the bush-league coaches, but 
we an know that's aot going to happen. 
So we tolerate them and rejoice when 
they get their own medicine rammed 
down their threat. 


Till then, though, they bask in the glo- 


ry of their conquests. 


And the kids playing under them sel- 


dom come to know what class is all 
about. 


Personally, I'm not sure that a 120-53 


victory is something to be proud of. And 
I'm not convinced that a scoring record 
achieved in that kind of a game is any- 
thing to boast about, either. 


So a guy can build a powerhouse team. 


It doesn't mean much if he lacks same- 
thing as a human being. And I doi't 
think the connection here is that exag- 
gerated. 


Class is a very special thing in sports, 


and a very special thing in life. And it's 
not hard to spot.

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As Elk Grove Cagers Discovered 
You Can't Win Many With Cold Shooting

Elk Grove's basketball goals this Mi- 


son were not over-ambitious, but realis- 
tic. 


Grenadier coach Bob Rees, while feel- 


ing he had some potential on Us squad, 
knew that It could not be considered ex- 
ceptional In the improving Mid-Suburban 
League. So, with only two experienced 
players among his forces, Rees was 
merely hoping for respectability. 


If you go strictly by records, it would 


appear Elk Grove fell far short of this 
goal. Instead of the .500 season and first- 
division finish Rees hoped for, the Grena- 
diers finished 5-16 overall and last in the 
league with a 2-12 mark.

But records don't tell all. Or, if you 


want to get trite, you can't judge a book 
by its cover. Elk Grove was so near, yet 
so far. from being respectable. 


"There were Mt many games that we 


were completely out of," Rees says In 
retrospect "Bat from oar record I would 
have to say the season was dls- 
appettug." 


No one factor can be pinpointed for 


this sub-par showing. Rather, as in any 
season with all its complexities, the 
Grove's record was due to a combination 
of things. 


Rees literally put his finger on the 


foremost difficulties in gazing over the 
sheet of season statistics. He pointed 
first to the field goal total and then the 
personal foul total and said, "There were 
too few of these and too many of these." 


What that means, first, is that Elk 


Grove simply didn't put the ball through 
the hoop often enough . . . which, after 
all. was the first objective of Jam** 
Naismith's invention way back when. 
With 408 field goals in 1152 shots, the 
Grenadiers' season percentage was an 
anemic 35 per cent. 


No team will win maay games with 


that figure. That 35 per cent shooting 
was the mala drop ef front last season's 
team, which wsa 11 games by taking 
fewer shots aMI making more. The 190*- 
70 gram was the second-worst team In 


the leagne In accuracy from the door. 


The other factor Rees was quick to 


point out, fouls, was another in which the 
Grove ranked lowly. They were guilty of 
250 infractions in league play and 398 in 
all, getting too many players in foul 
trouble and allowing opponents to make 
too many free tosses. 


Fouls can be excused for a pressing, 


aggressive team which forces a lot of 
turnovers and has bench strength. Un- 
fortunately, neither of these virtues be- 
longed to Elk Grove. 


In the turnover department, one which 


plagues many schoolboy quintets, the sit- 
uation was naif good, half bad. "We were 
very inconsistent in turnovers," Rees 
said, "In some games we had a very low 
number and in others, way too many. 


"For example, we had only six turn- 


overs when we played at Arlington (the 
Grenadiers lost by 10). And In omr re- 
gional ganw we made just 11, which isn't 
bad. Bat In some games we gave the ball 
away over I* tunes." 


Considering Elk Grove's size, which 


was probably below average this year, 
rebounding was the brightest spot. In 
nearly every game the Grenadiers held 
then- own on the boards. It was their 
mistakes after getting the ball which 
killed them. 


This, plus the team's constant strong 


effort, explains why the Grenadiers were 
not totally embarrassed very often. Sev- 
en losses were by five or less points, and 
in a four-game stretch early in the con- 
ference season they lost by margins of 
five, three, two and three. That doesn't 
exactly do wonders for a team's morale. 


Depth was another weak point since 


Elk Grove had only between eight and 10 
players suited up throughout the sched-

The profit picture, however, is not so 


rosy. Only 35 per cent of the executives 
foresee an increase in profits while 34 
per cent project a decrease for the year. 


Outlays for plants, equipment and in-

Over 75 per cent of the N'orthwest execu- 
tives expect to increase either plant 
space or equipment as much or more 
than they did during 1969.

What's become of the American dream 


of an ivy-covered cottage with a picket 
fence? 


It's fading from the housing scene as 


apartments have come to dominate new 
housing, and it means more than an anti- 
inflation expedient or merely a reflection 
of changing life styles, suggests John W. 
Baird, president of Baird & Warner, Inc. 


"The high and rising cost of land and 


labor, and the decreasing availability of 
land, have created a permanent altera- 
tion in the profile of housing," asserted 
Baird at the firm's recent annual meet- 
ing 


Baird noted that multi-family dwellings 


represented approximately 45 per cent of 
the national housing units in 1969. He 
said the proportion would climb to about 
half of all new housing in 1970 and will 
probably climb to as much as 55 per cent 
of all new housing in five years — and 
stay there. 


Bell Federal Savings & Loan Associ- 


ation reported that in Chicago multi-fam- 
ily starts accounted for 64 per cent of 
housing starts in 1969, compared with 10 
per cent in 1963. 


"Single family home building has been 


pushed to the sidelines by the current 
inflation," he observed. "It has become a 
subordinate part of the total housing pic- 
ture and it's probable that multiple-fami- 
ly housing will assume a permanent posi- 
tion of dominance." 


Pointing out that in the last 20 years 


land costs have increased from 11 per 
cent of the cost of a house to 21 per 
cent, and financing has jumped from five 
to 10 per cent, he cited four "cost bar- 
riers" to future single family housing 
booms: 


A pattern of wage settlements, without 


compensating rises in productivity. 


The continuing rise in the price of 


land. The cost of land suitable for tract 
housing and within commuting distance 


of metropolitan centers, where people 
want to live, is increasing 10 to 25 per 
cent a year, he said. 


Zoning restrictions placed upon build- 


ers are also reducing the opportunities 
for profit in single family construction. 


The cost of financing a new home pur- 


chase will remain high even with an eas- 
ing of monetary conditions. 


Baird said these barriers, in the judg- 


ment of housing authorities, will push the 
price tag of the average single-family 
home in 10 years to about $40,000. "Mod- 
erate income families who represent the 
mainstream of homebuyers will be lock- 
ed out of the single family housing mar- 
ket," Baird predicted. 


Baird noted "a large population growth 


among young singles under 30, young 
marrieds and the elderly 'empty nest- 
ers,' who are all naturally apartment ori- 
ented." 


He said the apartment boom will occur 


in the suburbs as well as the city, with 
greatest demand from low and moderate 
income families. 


"Even though the economic environ- 


ment favors multi-housing, one trend I 
fully expect to go unchanged is the pen- 
chant Americans have for equity and 
ownership," Baird said. 


He predicted a sharp rise in construc- 


tion and sale of condominiums, coopera- 
tive apartments, and townhouses in the 
years ahead. 


Baird forecast that most of the new 


multiple family housing will be built in 
very large developments, not only be- 
cause of the economics of scale, but be- 
cause large developments can offer more 
amenities like swimming, sailing, skiing, 
child care centers and commissaries. 


He added that commercial shopping fa- 


cilities will be built into these large-scale 
d e v e l o p m e n t s . They will be com- 
plemented with greater emphasis on 
large regional shopping centers, he sug- 
gested.

Investors who purchase tax-exempt 


municipal bonds receive a high quality 
investment whose security is generally 
considered second only to U.S. Govern- 
ment bonds. The marketability of such 
bonds assures that an issuer can always 
seO them if he wishes to do so. while the 
diversity of issuers and maturities en- 
ables an investor to obtain bonds issued 
by an issuer located In a geogrpphlcal 
area of his preference and maturing the 
time he wishes, said Demovsky. 


Finally, interest on municipal bonds is 


currently exempt from all present feder- 
al Income taxes. This exemption from 
federal income taxes provides the oppor- 
tunity to receive income that is higher 


than the after-tax return on many other 
taxable investments. 


In order to determine the after-tax 


equivalent return of a municipal bond in 
comparison to a taxable investment, an 
individual need only know his rax rate, 
including the surtax. Divide the recipro- 
cal of your tax bracket, i.e. (subtract 
your tax rate from 100) into the tax free 
yield to determine what rate of return 
would be necessary to just equal the tax 
free return. For example, an individual 
in the 28 per cent tax bracket (29.4 per 
cent with surtax) would have a recipro- 
cal of 70.6; an individual in the 32 per 
cent tax bracket (33.8 per cent with the 
surtax) would have a reciprocal of 66.4. 


For the individual in the 28 per cent 


tax bracket investing in 7 per cent tax 
free bonds which are currently available, 
a taxable return of 9.9 per cent would 
have to be received to equal the tax free 
yield. For the individual in the 32 per 
cent tax bracket a return of 10% per cent 
would be needed to equal the above 7 per 
cent tax free return. There have been 
recrnt issues that have yielded as high 
as 7 "4 per cent to TA per cent resulting 
in even higher after-tax equivalent 
yields, he concluded.

vitality. You never hear complaints 
about traffic congestion in a 'ghost 
town.'"

control of products. Opdyke said that the 
Regional Center's engineers and service 
specialists bandied 22^26 telephone or- 
ders during 1989. 


He also added that the Center's em- 


ployment force expanded to 1,8M during 
tat year, an increase of 68 employees 
over 1968. Opdyke concluded by saying 
that the Center's annual payroll now is 
more than 111 million. 


Western Electric is the manufacturing 


and supply unit to the Bell System and 
furnishes a wide range of commu- 
nications equipment and components 
through its 18 major manufacturing loca- 
tions and 38 Service (supply) centers 
throughout the country. 


Western Electric, founded in 1868, said 


la Iti annual report that 1M8 sales to the 
Ben telephone companies exceeded $4 
billion, an increase of 20 per cent over 
1968. Government sales totaled $684 mil- 
lion, up $144 million over 1968. 


Western Electric reported that for 


each dollar received in 1989, it earned 4.8 
cents, compared to 4.7 cents to 1988. The 
return on average capital invested total- 
ed 10.8 per cent in 1969, compared to 9.7 
per cent In 1968. 


Also in 1968, Western Electric: 
Produced record amounts of switching 


equipment of all kinds to enable the tele- 
phone companies to increase the capac- 
ity of then- switching centers; 


Manufactured a new high of 9.4 million 


telephone sets, which is roughly equiva- 
lent to all the phones in use in France 
and Belgium; 


Introduced a process for cutting brittle 


materials with a laser, replacing such 
conventional separation techniques as 
diamond scribing or sawing with dia- 
mond impregnated wheels. 


In Illinois alone, the company pur- 


chased more than $206 million worth of 
materials and supplies from some 4,940 
suppliers in 245 towns throughout the 
state. 


Western Electric noted an increase in 


total capital invested in the business of 
$269 million to finance plant expansion 
and increase working capital needed to 
support the demand for products and ser- 
vices. 


Western Electric said it continued to 


offset many increases in the cost of 
doing business hi 1969 through Its engi- 
neering cost reduction program. The pro- 
gram rang up first-year savings of 845 
million on cases made effective in 1969. 


Caught in Moral Dilemma 


Illinois Boll Telephone, largest private 


employer of women in the state, has tak- 
en legal aim at an Illinois statute that 
the company says discriminates against 
women. 


The company filed suit against Illinois 


Director of Labor Barney J. GraMec, re- 
sponsible under this statute for its en- 
forcement. 


The suit, filed in U.S. District Court in 


Springfield, contends that the state law, 
which limits the hours women may work, 
Is to conflict with federal civil rights law. 
It asks that the Illinois statute be de- 
clared "void and unenforceable." 


A similar suit was filed at the same 


time by Caterpillar Tractor Company, 
also a large employer of women. 


Jack B, Gable, Illinois Bell's vice pres- 


ident — personnel, said the telephone 
compnay "has no other recourse. We and 
a substantial number of our 32,000 wom- 
en employees are caught in the middle of 
• legal and moral dilemma." 


Ho explained that under the Illinois 


niailmum Bonn Act, non-exempt wom- 
en cannot be employed more than eight 
hours a day. "This means that if over- 
time work becomes necessary — at pre- 
mium pay — it is available to men but 
not to women, even on Identical jobs," be 
said. "Neither can women be promoted 


or assigned to jobs which regularly re- 
quire extended hours of work." 


On the other hand, Gable said, the U.S. 


Civil Rights Act prohibits employment 
practices that discriminate because of 
sex. 


"Illinois Bell and many other Illinois 


companies find ourselves in the pre- 
carious position of being subject to either 
federal or state penalties no matter 
which direction we turn. We are also 
subject to union grievances because of 
opportunities denied to women, or be- 
cause of hardships such denial* may im- 
pose on men," he said. 


Gable added that the Illinois statute, in 


restricting the assignment of employees, 
contributes to the costs of doing business. 


"Such legislation is neither realistic 


nor relevant to the needs of women in 
modern society. They comprise one-third 
of the nation's work force and one-tenth 
of the family heads. Many women now 
work not necessarily to supplement their 
husband*' income, but to provide the ne- 
cessities of ttfe for their famlfflee," he 
said. 


A 1967 amendment to the statute ex- 


empted women at certain professional 
and supervisory levels.

Warm Memories of 1969 


The year 1969 was another successful 


one for Northern Illinois Gas Co. 


In the utility's annual report, mailed to 


•bout 83,000 shareholders, NI-Gas chair- 
man Marvin Chandler reported .that 
sales, customer levels, revenues, earn- 
ings, and dividends reached record 
highs. 


Therm sales of gas rose by 16 percent. 


Total revenues were $280 million, up 10 
per cent over 1988, with commercial rev- 
enues rising by 20 per cent. Earnings for 
the 
year, as previously reported, 


amounted to $2.57 a share, 10 per cent 
higher than the $2.34 recorded to 1968. 
The $2.57 earnings figure was before a 
write-down of 56 cents a share to antici- 
pate the disposition in 1970 of its sub- 
sidiary. Apple River Chemical Co. 


The number of customers increased by 


more than 37,000, including 7,000 added 
through the acquisition of the gas com- 
pany in Hannibal, Missouri, by NI-Gas' 
utility subsidiary. Great River Gas Co. 
Also, some 10,000 residential customers 
converted their heating plants to gas 
from other fuels. The customer total 
reached 1,052.800. 


The NI-Gas chairman also told share- 


holders that the company is studying

Solving the Money Crisis 


Structural changes in our arrange- 


ments for residential financing are im- 
perative to help housing compete on 
more even terms with other major seek- 
ers of savings dollars, Realtor Charles P. 
Landt, Raleigh, N.C., told members of 
the Senate Subcommittee on Housing and 
Urban Affairs recently. 


Realtor Landt, who is chairman of the 


Subcommittee on Mortgage Finance of 
the Realtors' Washington Committee, 
outlined the recommendations of the 
91,000-member National Association of 
Real Estate Boards directed at long- 
range solutions to the problems of the 
residential mortgage market which the 
subcommittee is seeking in the current 
series of bearings. 


Total savings dollars to this country 


will not to the foreseeable future provide 
enough money to meet all the demands 
of all credit users, he explained. 


"We have been too preoccupied with 


short-range solutions which touched on 
the symptoms but not the causes of our 
difficulties," Landt said, "and have total- 
ly disregarded the fundamental reasons 
why our highly technologically advanced 
society cannot produce systems of home 
financing without crises. 


"We are encouraged by Secretary 


Romney's recent statement that the Ad- 
ministration has urged three major 
sources of investment money which in 
recent years have avoided or sharphy re- 
duced home mortgage investments — the 
commercial banks, the insurance com- 
panies, and the pension funds — to allo- 
cate voluntarily approximately $6 bil- 
lion to the residential mortgage market. 
This action would significantly help to 
redistribute savings dollars on a more 
equitable basis, and is responsive to the 
basic long-term problems," Landt said.

Gerald L. Maguire, 1248 S. Smith St.,

Discussing the eight-point program of 


NAREB to help solve the mortgage mon- 
ey crisis, be said one of the most impor- 
tant steps "is the creation of a national 
s e c o n d a r y market for conventional 
loans" which when accomplished within 
either the Federal National Mortgage 
Association or the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board, or both, would bring about 
"the necessary changes to state laws to 
rid the conventional mortgage of the le- 
gal rididities and impediments which 
make its marketability across state lines 
almost impossible at present. 


"Another proposal which we favor," 


Landt continued, "is that contained in 
Senate Bill 3442 which embraces the 
'dual market* system for determining the 
allowable rate of interest on FHA and 
VA mortgages. "We favor this provision 
because we believe that more money will 
be available to mortgage borrowers un- 
der a comparatively regulation-free sys- 
tem than under a system which imposes 
from time to time an unrealistic statu- 
tory ceiling not responsive to market de- 
mands. 


"We have one concern about the dual 


system, to this regard, which we would 
like- to express. In view of the lack of 
popularity of discounts among sellers, we 
are concerned that many brokers may 
end up to a cross fire between the seller 
who obviously would prefer the free rate 
with no discount because it preserves his 
equity and the buyer whose sole concern 
is buying the home with as low an inter- 
est rate as possible. Nevertheless, we 
support the proposal on a trial basis, be- 
cause we are convinced that the experi- 
ence will demonstrate the merits of a to- 
tally free system," Realtor Landt contin- 
ued. 


"Another high priority objective is the 


requirement that federal agency obliga- 
tions bear high enough Tpinimnin denom- 
inations to minimize competition with 
mortgage-oriented thrift institutions . . . 
We are not unmindful of the arguments 
of those who contend that such an action 
would discriminate heavily against the 
less affluent savers to our country. It 
would, but at the same time it might pro- 
vide some mortgage financing to people 
to that same category who today cannot 
obtain it. However reluctant we might be 
to take this step, we must face the in- 
controvertible fact that it would help the 
beleaguered mortgage market." 


Landt further supported Senate mea- 


sures that would authorize the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board to set an admin- 
istrative ceiling above which savings and 
loan associations would be required to 
maintain special accounts to lieu of the 
present statutory $40,000 mortgage ceil- 
ing, that would permit savings and loan 
associations to act as trustees for Keogh- 
t y p e self-employed retirement trust 
funds, and third that would expand the 
"primary lending area" beyond the pre- 
sent 100 mile limit to any area author- 
ized under state law. He supported also a 
Senate measure which would permit na- 
tional banks to make mortgage loans of 
up to 90 per cent of value over a 30-year 
period instead of the present limits of 80 
per cent and 25 years.

Nottke Blasts Kneupfer As Too Liberal

A Newt Analysis 


Wilbert Nottke. a candidate for 


the 39th senatorial seat, this week 
blasted his incumbent opponent 
Sen. Jack Kneupfer as being too 
liberal for conservative DuPage 
County. 


Nottke's remarks came in the 


closing weeks of a rugged trav- 


eling-campaign that has seen him 
speaking in six townships. 


The Itasca 
official's 
charge 


against Kneupfer is not new to the 
primary war of words. The chal- 
lenger decided to run for office 
when a local newspaper article re- 
lated Kneupfer's liberal trends 
while voting in Springfield. The ar- 
ticle referred to Kneupfer as one of 


a mini-handful of Liberal Republi- 
cans in the Senate. It related that 
many of Kneupfer's colleagues 
were voting against his liberal 
views. This supposedly prompted 
Nottke into the senate race. 


Nottke takes aim at Kneupfer's 


refusal to support Republican pro- 
grams such as the new tax pack- 
age. He calls the incumbent "not 


the Governor's Boy." In some Re- 
publican circles, that may be more 
of a recommendation than a con- 
demnation. 


While Kneupfer may not support 


present administration programs 
and policy, Nottke is a strong sup- 
porter of Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


"OUR GOVERNOR is doing a 


tremendous job trying to bring the 


state back on a sound financial 
basis, but he needs legislation," 
lauds Nottke. 


The Itasca Village President 


views Kneupfer as a renegade to 
conservative county Republicans. 
He claims Kneupfer does not re- 
flect the views of the voters. 


Kneupfer has already reflected 


the views of the voters because he 


holds the seat Nottke is aspiring to. 


While Nottke is urging voters to 


cast a "No" for the March 17 sew- 
er referendum, he is asking the op- 
posite reaction for his election. 


Nottke may need the luck of the 


Irish to unseat the popular Kneup- 
fer. If nothing else, he'll have vot- 
ers and Irish green going for him 
when voters take to the polling 
booths on St. Patrick's Day.

82-Acre Industry 
Plant In Works? 


by SYD JAM1ESON 


Checkerboard-O'Hare Industrial Park 


may be coming to Itasca. 


The proposed development of approxi- 


mately 82 acres located immediately 
east of Prospect Road and north of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St Paul and Pacif- 
ic RR, was presented to the Itasca plan 
commission Tuesday night. 


According to Michael E. Lang, real es- 


tate division manager for Ralston Purina 
Company, St. Louis, Mo., Ralston owns 
toe land parcels and Carlton Industries 
will be the "physical developer." 


The total acreage will be developed as 


a planned industrial park under M-l zon- 
ing. A public hearing on- annexation of 
the property has been tentatively sched- 
uled for April 14. 


Land and R. E. Reiman, of Carlton, 


presented the proposals to the Itasca ad- 
visory body in the midst of rumors that 
the area would be annexed to Itasca 
rather than Wood Dale. 


BUT THERE APPEARED no doubt 


this week of the intentions of Ralston- 
Purina and Carlton coming to Itasca as 
plan commission chairman Charles Hod- 
gin mapped plans for the public hearing 
on the proposed pre-annexation agree- 
ment. 


In a letter dated March 10 addressed to 


the Itasca plan commission, Lang out- 
lined key points for consideration on the 
proposed industrial complex which will 
stretch from the easterly end of the Itas- 
ca Country Club at Prospect to a flood 
plain basin along Salt Creek almost into 
Wood Dale. 


Undoubtedly one of the most crucial 


factors is vehicular access to the area. 
Ralston proposes an asphalt "main 
street" confronting to village require- 
ments for heavy duty use. Access will be 
from Prospect approximately 400 lineal 
feet north of the Milwaukee railroad 
tracks and traversing in an easterly di- 
rection to serve the industrial park. 


Side streets are not now planned, "but 


are possible as the park develops," Land 
said. 


A pre-annexation agreement "will be 


executed with the village of Itasca to as- 
sure M-l zoning for the area." 


GRADING OF THE sewer will be ac- 


complished to enable surface water to 
drain naturally to Spring Brook and Salt 
Creeks. Curbing will be asphalt and no 
storm sewers are planned, according to 
Lang. 


Another key factor in the proposed an- 


nexation is utilization of Itasca's sanitary 
sewer and water systems. The $600,000 
Prospect-Thorndale sanitary sewer proj- 
ect approved recently between the vil- 
lage and Central Manufacturing District, 
is equally critical as the access roadway 
and apparently played a major role in

Living in an apartment in Bloom- 


ingdale next to houses has other advan- 
tages besides providing a realistic and 
pleasant environment for children. 


"I moved in because of the neighbor- 


hood," Nancy Lawyer, 24, explains. Nan- 
cy graduated from Patricia Stevens 
modeling school and is a make-up con- 
sultant for a large cosmetic firm. She 
travels constantly throughout the mid- 
west advising women on make-up use 
and introducing new products.

Nottke Blasts Kneupfer As Too Liberal

A News Analysis 


Wilbert Nottke. a candidate for 


the 39th senatorial seat, this week 
blasted his incumbent opponent 
Sen. Jack Kneupfer as being too 
liberal for conservative DuPage 
County. 


Nottke's remarks came in the 


closing weeks of a rugged trav- 


eling<ampaign that has seen him 
speaking in six townships. 


The Itasca official's 
charge 


against Kneupfer is not new to the 
primary war of words. The chal- 
lenger decided to run for office 
when a local newspaper article re- 
lated Kneupfer's liberal trends 
while voting in Springfield. The ar- 
ticle referred to Kneupfer as one of 


a mini-handful of Liberal Republi- 
cans in the Senate. It related that 
many of Kneupfer's colleagues 
were voting against his liberal 
views. This supposedly prompted 
Nottke into the senate race. 


Nottke takes aim at Kneupfer's 


refusal to support Republican pro- 
grams such as the new tax pack- 
age. He calls the incumbent "not 


the Governor's Boy." In some Re- 
publican circles, that may be more 
of a recommendation than a con- 
demnation. 


While Kneupfer may not support 


present administration programs 
and policy, Nottke is a strong sup- 
porter of Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


"OUR GOVERNOR is doing a

basis, but he needs legislation," 
lauds Nottke.

Gun Law? 6Costs 
Us Our Business'

The owners of Pucinni's Gun Shop, Ad- 


dison, say they will be put out of busi- 
ness if a proposed firearms ordinance is 
passed by Addison's board of trustees. 


Also, said co-owners Phil Mallegni and 


Vince Scoleri, the new ordinance would 
not have an appreciable effect on reduc- 
ing the crime rate, as some have con- 
tended, and would be an unnecessary 
burden on law-abiding people. 


The two men have hired a lawyer to 


present their case to the public safety 
committee, declaring that the new ordi- 
nance, if approved and 'then passed by 
trustees, would be unconstitutional and 
already covered adequately by state and 
federal laws. 


BUT ADDISON Police Chief Vic Maul 


said the ordinance is strictly an offshoot 
of the state law and that state officials 
don't have the manpower to adequately 
check on every person wishing to buy a 
gun. 


He said the state has asked various 


municipalities to pass local gun shop or- 
dinances to assure that the wrong per- 
sons, such as criminals and mental 
patients, do not get their bands on a gun. 


Toe new ordinance, if passed by the 


board, would require that a person who 
wants to purchase a firearm in Addison 
(Pucinni's is the only gun store in the 
village) must first get an okay from the 
police chief, which takes up to 72 hours. 


Intended to set up local control and re- 


strictions by the village, the ordinance 
would not force the gun shop owner to do 
much more than he's already doing, 
Trustee Peter Callahan, chairman of the 
public safety committee, told the Regis- 
ter last month. 


AND MAUL AGREES. "We're worried 


about the safety of the people in our 
community," he said. "To do this, we 
must have a combined effort between lo- 
cal, state and federal authorities.

"What happens if he doesn't like the 


looks of the person who comes in. And 
another thing, how long are they going to 
be able to provide the registration for 
nothing. Eventually they will have to 
charge for the service."

"IT WON'T eliminate crime as an ex- 


periment in New York just proved," said 
Mallegni.

Checkerboard-O'Hare Industrial Park 


may be coming to Itasca. 


The proposed development of approxi- 


mately 82 acres located immediately 
east of Prospect Road and north of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacif- 
ic RR, was presented to the Itasca plan 
commission Tuesday night.

Before I knew it there was an Opaline 


Gouramis staring at me. I dashed around 
the corner and bumped into some talking 
cats. 


I backed away, not in fright actually, 


just to see the situation from the proper 
perspective. Besides, the talking cats 
were in an aquarium. And they weren't 
talking. 


I asked Frank Morrone, the man who 


seemed to be answering everyone's ques- 
tions, why fish called talking cats we- 
ren't talking. 


"They are called that because they 


yelp when they're netted out of water," 
he explained. 


Man-one is the manager of Bit 0' Trop- 


ics, a tropical fish store in the Grove 
Shopping Mall, Elk Grove Village. 


He seemed to have good reason to 


know all about fish because be had been 
selling them for 15 years. He first be- 
came involved in the fish business as a 
hobbyist, and at one time had 21 tanks of 
fish in his home. 


SEVERAL OF Morrone's customers 


have almost as many tanks. Bob Sano- 
shy, an Elk Grove High School student 
who began working for him when the 
store opened Feb. 14, said he will soon 
have seven tanks of fish. 


Why are some people hooked on fish? 
"It's a hobby anybody can fall into," 


he said. "Some just get hit real hard by 
the hobby. They like fish." 


Morrone explained how it happened to 


him. He had his first tank of fish when 
he was about 10 years old. but said he 
didn't really get hooked until later. 


"I had this tank of guppies and when 


they had babies I got another tank for 
the babies so they wouldn't get eaten by 
the parents," he said. "It just blossomed 
from there." 


The store fish, which are all fresh-wa- 


ter fish, come from South America, Af- 
rica and the Far East. 


Morrone has everything from guppies 


to piranhas, stingrays and knife fish. 


Asked how dangerous piranhas really 


are, he said, "Well, you don't pet them." 


He explained that piranhas grow to be 


about six inches in a small aquarium, 
although they grow much larger in their 
normal setting, the Amazon. 


HE THREW IN A few tips for fish 


owners. One I found interesting was that 
a fish only eats until it is full. It will not 
overeat. This means that a fish should be 
fed small quantities several times a day, 
rather than pouring in a large amount of 


food. The fish will only eat what it wants 
and the rest falls to the bottom. 


"The fish don't die from overeating," 


he said. "The food rots and pollutes the 
water, causing the fish to die." 


Morrone added, "Most people realize 


that if they don't take care of the fish 
they'll die, and will ask questions when 
they buy them." 


Did you know that some fish go on. hun- 


ger strikes? Some fish, although fish are 
supposedly not temperamental, get tired 
of the food they've been eating and just 
quit. 


"You have to give them a variety of 


foods until they find one they're satisfied 
with," he said. 


Morrone also explained tou have to age 


the water for 48 hours to rid it of chlo- 
rine before putting fish in it. 


He can answer almost any question 


about fish, or find the answer. He can 
even explain where nicknames for some 
of the fish originated. 


One question I forgot to ask which has 


been bugging me is where did the un- 
sexed bettas get their name?

Milt i» the man behind Cully Auction 


Co.. which owns and operates The Red 
Gavel, an auction parlor and resale shop 
in Des Plaioes. And the woman behind 
the man is his wife, Pat. 


The Cully* are the proprietors of The 


Red Gavel, a quaint establishment which 
deals in antiques, art objects, accent 
pieces and furnishings from the turn of 
(be century to contemporary, 


"I guess you could call us 'junkers' but 


not in the facetious sense of the word. 
We enjoy searching for antiques and old 
furnishings for excitement. We're all 
'junkers' when it comes to discovering 
the old for the new," Milt explained. 


The Cullys opened The Red Gavel 


about a year ago. when Mitt decided to 
leave the large industrial auction firm 
where he was employed and venture into 
business for himself. "Anyone can be 
taught the auction chant or cry, but (he 
real crux of the business is learning the 
values and prices of all the items that 
come across the auction block," he ex- 
plained. 


"ANYTHING FROM ping pong tables 


to cameras will pass through the auction 
block, and the auctioneer has to be fa- 
miliar with all the items plus put them in 
the proper business and financial per- 
spective The auctioneer is a salesman " 


Milt, who graduated from Ruppert 


Auction School in Indiana, handles all the 
auctions held at The Red Gavel in addi- 
tion to handling residential, industrial 
and commercial auctions. "1 will sell at 
auction for real estate settlements and 
business liquidations Auction is one of 
the fairest ways to sell a large quantity 
of merchandise." 


"There are a lot of people today who 


will hire an auctioneer to sell a whole 
house full of furniture for them because 
they're moving out of state and they 
don't want to cart all their furniture with 
them." Pat explained. 


"And by selling at auction, they can 


•ell everything in the house, not just the 
major furnishings. An auctioneer can sell 
everything in the house, lock, stock and 
barrel in about three to five hours," she 
•aid. 


THE AUCTIONEER can control the 


•ale price of an item only to the extent of 
sotting the opening bid. "If the last price 
on an item is not as high as we'd like, we 
can retract the item from the bidding. 
It's legal but it's also the worst way to 
run an auction. 


"It's bad business, just like using a 


•hill or planting someone in the audience 
to hike up the bidding. I don't use a shill 


and none of my friends in this business 
do. A shill can give an auction company 
a bad reputation and it's just not worth 
it," Milt explained. 


The Cullys sponsor general merchan- 


dise auctions at The Red Gavel every 
Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. and anything 
goes from used washing machines to 
door knobs. "The items at a general 
merchandise auction fall anywhere in be- 
tween very old and very new. It's unlim- 
ited. Occasionally, we'll also hold antique 
auctions on Sundays where all the mer- 
chandise is limited to just antiques and 
ok) pieces." Pat explained. 


THE CULLYS SAID the resale busi- 


ness seems to be picking up when most 
other businesses are having a difficult 
time financially. "Money is tight, and the 
threat of a recession is encouraging 
people to sell to make money and buy 
used furnishings to save money," Pat ex- 


plained. 


And the younger people seem to be 


selling new furnishings to buy old ones, 
while the older people are selling old fur- 
nishings to buy new. "Young married 
couples are buying more old pieces in 
furnishings, not quite antiques, while the 
older people are leaning more toward the 
contemporary pieces," she said. 


"There's a fantastic freedom in home

He said the recent resignation of Wil- 


liam Rutherford from the post of director 
of the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation was a good example of what 
happens under bossism. 


Rutherford resigned because he said 


the Republican Party patronage system 
was hampering the work of the depart- 
ment. 


"HE WAS THE kind of individual the 


state was fortunate to have, he was try- 
ing to do a job and couldn't do it," 
Rentschler said. "I think the remarks 
he's made about the system make a 
great deal of sense." 


Rentschler also gave praise to Ally. 


Gen. William Scott and said he disagrees 
with Ogilvie that the attorney general 
should be appointed, rather than elected. 


"He's the one who should keep govern- 


ment honest. He's the attorney for the 
people, not for the governor," Rentschler 
said. 


He said he agrees with Scott's "hard

The Rev. Keith Knauss can tell stories 


that will make you see your surroundings 
somewhat differently. 


Rev. 
Knauss moved 
to Prospect 


Heights to become pastor of the Prospect 
Heights Baptist Church about a year ago, 
just after he finished writing his sixth 
book and just after he returned from a 
four-week trip to Africa. 


Most of Rev. Knauss' writings concern 


biblical and religious subjects. He and 
his wife are now working on a seventh 
book, about their experiences in Africa. 


"CONDITIONS WERE terrible in the 


African countries we visited," said Rev. 
Knauss. "I wouldn't dare put in print 
some of the things I saw. And they are 
normal standards for these people. 


"The trip made us realize we were 


blessed beyond measure. We hadn't 
learned to appreciate what we had." 


In the midst of a sea of sand that is 


larger than the United States, the Sahara 
Desert, Rev. Knauss said he met nomads 
living in tents. 


"I don't know how they existed. They 


had cattle but they swapped them like 
money because there is no way to keep 
the meat. I think they scrounged a rice- 
like substance out of the bushes in the 
desert. 


"SOME OF THE children had been 


sleeping naked on the sand when we ar- 
rived, but they ran out into the desert as 
soon as they spotted us. They think of the 
"white devil" as our children think of the 
"bogey man," and we were the first 
white people they had seen. 


"Their parents, however, looked at me 


like I was the King of England," said 
Rev. Knauss. "A missionary couple who 
spoke the nomads' language accom- 
panied us so we were able to talk to 
them. The missionaries rely on a com- 
pass to find their way around the 
desert." 


Rev. Knauss was invited to Africa by a 


group of missionaries who were having 
a conference at Timbuktu, a town of 
10,000 bordering the Sahara. He acted as 
the inspirational speaker for the mis- 
sionaries who were there to discuss the 
African situation. 


"Timbuktu is the size of a city, but you 


can't buy a bottle of pop or a stick of 
gum there, said Rev. Knauss. "You nev- 
er see an ox cart on the streets, because 
the people have no wood to build with. It 
is a very poor area with nothing but sand 
and huts." 


ONLY A SINGLE missionary couple is 


assigned to Timbuktu. "And they don't 
stay too many years," said Rev. Knauss 
because "the weather really drains a 
person. White we were there it was 120 
degrees, and they said it was the cool 


Timbuktu, they took a houseboat up the 
Niger River. "We saw 30 hippos in one 
day. The river is the main means of 
transportation for the missionaries when 
they visit native tribes." 


IN LIBERIA, Rev. Knauss visited a le- 


per colony run by the missionaries. "We 
met a nurse there that single handedly 
was caring for 500 patients. She didn't 
know what to do. She had to have help, 
but it wasn't there. 


"Leper patients usually bring their 


families with them and construct a hut to 
live in. All of the families operate a com- 
munal farm together The ones who don't 
have leprosy usually stay until the dis- 
eased family member is cured or dies, 
hoping they don't contact it." 


"We had to keep washing in alcohol 


because 
everyone wanted to shake 


hands, and we didn't want to offend them 
by refusing." 


The most dramatic moment of the trip 


came when Rev. Knauss and several 
missionaries stood next to the natives' 
"Big Devil." "We were the first white 
people to see him," said Knauss. 


THE "BIG DEVIL" is the worst of 


four devils the natives fear. A selected 
native dresses in the devil costume at a 
certain time of the year, and all of the 
other natives flee in fear. Rev. Knauss 
said they were allowed to see the devil 
because he had been converted to Chris- 
tianity the year before and dressed in the 
costume only for their benefit. 


The situation of the black African is 


very different from that of the black 
American observed Knauss. "There are 
no standards in Africa they want to come 
up to They are used to living that way. 
Here, a colored person looks at a rich 
man and says, 'I should have that.' " 


Rev. Knauss will be showing slides of 


his, African vtsit at 7 p.m. April 12, in the 
Prospect Heights Baptist Church, located 
at McDonald and Wheeling roads. 


"The whole city comes to a stop from 


11 a.m. to 2 p.m. Everyone goes indoors 
to escape the heat." 


The most difficult trail, though, for the 


missionaries is not the heat but being 
separated from their children said Rev. 
Knauss. "They talked about that more 
than anything else. Most of the mis- 
sionary children have to be sent to 
boarding schools." 


After Rev. Knauss and his wife left

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The WaU 


Street Journal estimated this week that 
it now costs about $70 million a year to 
maintain President Nixon in the style to 
which Hubert Humphrey would have 
liked to have become accustomed. 


A lot of that money, obviously, is used 


to pay the ever-growing White House 
staff. Finding work space for the presi- 
dential entourage is a major problem. 


Just the other day, for instance, one of 


the last remaining open areas in the ex- 
ecutive mansion, a large west wing lob- 
by, was partitioned into office cubicles.

The Way We See It 


Road's Plan Helpful 


If we're going to continue mov- 


ing people back and forth in our 
increasingly-congested society, it's 
going to take a balanced and ef- 
ficient transportation system. 


That should be obvious. Automo- 


biles and highways certainly can't 
handle the crush alone in a metro- 
politan region like this, because the 
day will come when there won't be 
room for any more highways, and 
there won't be room for any more 
cars on the highways that do exist. 
Rush hour is bad enough even now. 


Each method of transportation 


must be dependent on the others, 
with autos, trains, buses, even 
planes needing each other. 


That's why ideas like the Mil- 


waukee Road's proposed mass 
transit district for its west subur- 
ban line must be seriously consid- 
ered. They can't be rejected lightly 
or emotionally, and we're dis- 
tressed that at a recent meeting 
between officials of the railroad 
and of 18 towns along the liine, two 
community leaders quickly raised 
a red flag. 


Both Itasca Pres. Wilbert Nottke 


and Hanover Park Mayor Richard 


Baker recoiled from the plan, fret- 
ting that it represented encroach- 
ing "federalism." 


What the railroad wants is a 


mass transit district to represent 
the line from Chicago to Elgin, 
with such a district entitled to two- 
thirds federal funding for new 
coaches and locomotives. 


The line says it's in trouble as a 


private enterprise and can't come 
up with the capital to meet its 
needs, which — according to the 
railroad — call for 36 more bi-level 
cars and 13 locomotives by 1974. 


The railroad feels growth in the 


communities along the line — 
which include Bensenville, Wood 
Dale, Medinah, Roselle, Itasca and 
Hanover Park — is simply too fast 
for the road to keep pace. So it 
wants the cooperation of all the 
towns in trying to form the new 
district. 


Nottke's suggestion was that in- 


stead of moving for the district, the 
railroad should first "re-evaluate" 
its operation. 


Toward the end that the railroad 


m i g h t r e d u c e possible in- 
efficiencies, that makes sense. And 


we also share the displeasure of 
Nottke and Baker in the federal 
government getting into the trans- 
portation business. 


But we don't think that raising 


the warning cry of "federalism" is 
very helpful. The problem is much 
bigger than that, and it doesn't just 
apply to the Milwaukee Road. 


Old solutions simply don't al- 


ways work in new situations, and 
the financial pressure on commu- 
ter railroads throughout the United 
States is a well-known fact. 


If the railroads are to stay in 


business — and haul their share of 
the commuting public — federal 
help in the purchase of new equip- 
ment may be the answer. 


Milwaukee Road officials intend 


to meet individually with the vil- 
lage boards of all the towns on the 
line, to discuss the plan in detail 
and answer questions and prob- 
lems. 


We think all the towns owe it to 


the railroad and to their residents 
to take part seriously and not back 
off by letting philosophy cloud real- 
ity.

Critic's Corner 
School Aid? Heavens No! 


by MARY SHERRY 


People ask, "What's a nice, Irish Cath- 


olic kid like you doing with an opinion 
like this?" I suppose it is unusual for 
someone with my educational back- 
ground and for one who is still hanging 
in there religiously to be opposed to state 
aid to private and parochial schools. 


My personal objection to state aid is 


not that^ feel the parochial schools are 
inferior and are providing an inadequate 
education — quite the contrary. Recently 
averaged test scores have sjiown that the 
Catholic elementary schools in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area far outstrip the 
public schools — particularly in reading 
skills. And if a kid can read well, there 
isn't much that can escape his education- 
al grasp. Therefore it confuses me when 
the seekers of state aid ignore the dra- 
matic lack of this most basic of skills in 
the city public schools and ask for money 
because their own parochial school sci- 
ence programs may be weak. 


THE CORE OF MY opposition lies in 


the fact that the Catholic elementary 
schools, although claiming not to be ex- 
clusive, have never been more private 
since their origin. Annually, as an in- 
creasing number of Catholic parents 
choose "public schools for a variety of 
reasons that range from convenience to 
opinions that Catholic schools are isola- 
t i o n i s t , these parochial elementary

schools become more and more private. 
As demands for qualified rather than 
merely good-willed teachers have been 
met, the tuition has gone up, and the 
parochial schools have become more ex- 
clusive than ever. 


Now in terms of private school tuition, 


$190 per head (family pro-rated) isn't 
much, but it certainly separates the Irish 
from the Mexicans and the Polish from 
the Blacks and the factory worker's kids 
rrom the offspring of the junior executive. 
Everyone knows that you can't — even 
with nun power — educate a child today 
for $150. So who makes up the differ- 
ence? In each parish, presently the sole 
support of its school, the Mexicans, the 
Blacks, and the factory workers pay for 
this school with their general offerings in 
the Sunday collection. They finance the 
school that excludes their children for 
want of $150. 


I will be accused of unfairness at this 


point so I must say that there are a few 
children in parochial schools whose fami- 
lies are unable to pay. But at a meeting 
of a Northwest suburban Catholic parish 
two years ago, there were loud objec- 
tions from some parishioners because 
those unpaying families weren't ousted 
to make room for the children of those 
who could meet the tuition. 


THEREFORE I am appealing to the 


uncommitted taxpayer — if there are 


any on this issue — to take a long hard 
look, not at the systems that would be 
supported by state aid, but at the people. 
These people are already taking their fel- 
low parishioners' money to pay for their 
own children's monopoly on the nuns. 
They are the people who suffered mass 
apoplexy when Cardinal Cody proposed 
busing Negro kids to suburban schools. 
They are people who are indifferent to 
the facts that the public schools in the 
slums are individual disaster areas and 
that the school lunch program is going 
broke. 


For a while I wondered if my own con- 


cepts of Christianity were out of whack. 
But then I realized that my thinking on 
this issue has its roots in the fine paro- 
chial school education I received — an 
education that taught me to be able to 
discern a hierarchy of values and to 
choose which was more important, sci- 
ence equipment or lunch. 


The impartial taxpayer should know 


that the pressure being put on the State 
Constitutional Convention and on the 
State Legislature to provide money for 
private schools is terrific. The lobbying 
organization makes Mayor Daley's ma- 
chine look like a tinker-toy powered by a 
rubber band. If the money is obtained, it 
is not going to be because of some nun's 
novena. It will be because a lot of v, ell- 
meaning people think if something is 
done in the name of religion, it's got to 
be good. 


of ideology than a matter of party prin- 
ciple and party practice.

Project Aquarius 


Will It Dawn?

Hoffman Estates Park District's Proj- 


ect Aquarius, being presented for voter 
approval tomorrow, is being met with 
mixed emotions by many residents. 


In order to make the multi-purpose 


recreational complex possible, area resi- 
dents will first have to approve a propos- 
al allowing the park district to increase 
their bonded debt limit from 2.5 to 5 per 
cent of the total assessed valuation. 


Secondly, the voting populace will have 


to authorize $2,100,000 bond issue to fi- 
nance construction of the 50-meter pool 
and adjoining domed recreation building 
as well as the planned baseball dia- 
monds, football field and other exterior 
faculties. 


The park board plans to set aside 


$95,000 with which to acquire the commu- 
nity pool from the village as soon as ne- 
gotiations can be completed. 


It is their intention to reduce pool 


membership fees for families residing 
within the park district to $25. Member- 
ship would enable residents to use either 
pool as loon as the new Aquarius is com- 
pleted. 


To provide easy access to both pools, 


the park district plans to include free bus 
transportation with each membership, 
purchased. 


The large domed building will serve as 


a varied community recreation area and 
will contain a large artificial ice rink, a 
portable theater area with seating for as 
many as 3,000 and space for a variety of 
otter uses, including large exhibitions, 
which necessity may indicate. 


The outdoor facilities, in addition to 


baseball, football and softbsfr ilrti^wtt, 
also include a sledding hlH an& 'duidbor 
concert area. Playground equipment' win 
be installed at one end of the park for 
small children are those enrolled in park 
tot lot programs 


Available space in the complex can be 


put to use many hours of the week and 
will enable the park district to expand 


their recreational program to accom- 
modate many more adults and include a 
wider variety of offerings. 


Cost to the taxpayer of approving The 


Aquarius will run $2 13 per hundred dol- 
lars of assessed valuation. Homeowners 
owning dwellings having an equalized as- 
sessed valuation of $10,000 will, there- 
fore, pay about $26 more in taxes over 
the 20-year bond retirement period. 


Among a number of area residents The 


Herald has talked with, many have 
voiced concern for the tax increase but 
few have indicated disapproval of the 
complex itself. 


A few have complained The Aquarius 


is not within walking distance from their 
neighborhoods and are fearful that the 
proposed busing may not work out 


Others have told us they doubt that the 


park district will be able to purchase the 
existing pool from the village. 


The concensus expressed by most 


people who have seen the park district's 
formal presentation is extremely favor- 
able. 


One woman living in the far southwest 


area of the village which is several miles 
from the site on which The Aquarius is 
being planned, expressed enthusiasm de- 
spite the distance. 


"I think it is a good plan and couldn't 


be more for it," she said, noting also that 
most of her neighbors feel the same way 


"Hopefully, it will give the teenagers 


another recreational outlet within then- 
own community," a father of five from 
the village's Highlands area said. 


"I am definitely against what they are 


doing," said a father of two teenage 
daughters living in the western end of 
the village near Helen Keller Junior High 
School. 


"To me it is wrong to locate every- 


thing on one spot. They should be spread- 
ing it out more," he said.

Radar Cost

Radar is a necessary part of Schaum-

The unit costs $1,785 and will replace 


the department's oldest radar system, 
Conroy said. The village will be given 
$200 on a trade-in and 50 per cent of the 
costs can be recouped from the Illinois 
safety highway act. 


"Is it really necessary to buy this. It 


won't be the most popular thing that 
we'll buy," Trustee Sigwal Thorsen said. 


Conroy said the present unit is "down 


more than it's working," 


Trustees authorised spending up to 


$1,600, contingent upon 50 per cent reim- 
bursement. The new unit comes with a 
two year full warranty on parts and la- 
bor. Conroy said. 


Mayor Robert 0 Atcher asked Conroy 


if he has considered the units that now 
pick-up speed from four directions in- 
stead of one. Conroy said he is not satis- 
fied with the performance of such units.

The major advantage to Dist. 54 with 


this arrangement would be that park dis- 
tricts would then be responsible for the 
development of pla> ground areas and 
maintaining athletic fields at school 
sites. 


Under this proposal, land surrounding 


Dist 54 schools in Hoffman Estates 
would be deeded to the Hoffman Estates 
P a r k District, and land surrounding 
schools in Schaumburg would be deeded 
to the Schaumburg Park District. Dist. 
54 also has two schools in Hanover Park. 


FIVE NEIGHBORHOOD parks are in- 


cluded in the expansion program for the 
Schaumburg Park District approved by 
voters last Saturday. As part of this pro- 
gram, a $100,000 park will be built at the 
13-acre Jane Addams Junior High site on 
Springinsguth Road, and a $55,000 park 
will be developed on a seven acre site 
next to Nathan Hale School. 


In the future, $75,000 parks are planned 


at school sites in Timbercrest and the 
Lancer-Carlisle subdivision (Michael Col- 
lins School, which is now being construct- 
ed). 


Park and school district cooperation is 


emphasized in the master plan of the 
Schaumburg Park District. 


A preliminary letter of intent retard- 


ing the deed transfer of land adjacent to 
schools in Hoffman Estates to the park 
district was not approved by Rose in 
January. 


ROSE QUESTIONED the increased 


cost of site maintenance, as well as lia- 
bility. He also expressed uncertainty 
whether the playground land adjoining 
schools would be leased to the park dis- 
trict for a 20-year perod or deeded per- 
manently for recreational purposes. 


Wednesday's meeting is expected to re- 


solve confusion over what type of deed- 
ing arrangement would be drafted and 
how the deeding would or could be ac- 
complished. 


Earlier, school officials bad expressed 


a desire for the park attorney to draw up 
the necessary legal documents pertaining 
to transfer of titles. However, park com- 
missioners of the Hoffman Estates Park 
District feel the transfer agreements 
should be drafted by park and school at- 
torneys jointly.

Policemen are always on the move and 


the monthly reports issued by Hanover 
Park Police Chief Sam Pototto prove it. 


The January 
report, released this 


week, shows policemen traveled 11,823 
miles patrolling the village. That re- 
quired some 2.241 gallons of gas and sev- 
en quarts of oil. according to the report. 


During January, the department han- 


dled 187 station complaints, including 20 
accidents, nine ambulance calls, nine 
juvenile problems, 10 family disturb- 
ances, eight thefts and 11 stray animal 
calls. 


THE DEPARTMENT issued 87 traffic 


citations during the month, including 22 
turning violations. Speeding violations, 
either clocked or with radar, totaled 20.

State Asks 
Return Of 
MFT Funds 


The staUr has requested that Schaum- 


burg returr $3,167 to the Motor Fuel Tax 
(MFT) 
fund for irregularities found in 


the village's 1968 MFT account. 


The items included in the reimburse- 


ment were not approved by the state as 
an MFT expenditure, Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher said Tuesday. 


Items included shoes for a snow plow 


and a Scout truck. "This goes back to a 
previous employe, but the state just did 
the 1968 audit," Atcher said. 


The 1967 MFT audit, completed by the 


state several months ago, also contained 
unauthorized expenditures and Schaum- 
burg had o reimburse $4.000 to the 
state. 


MFT funds come from gasoline taxes 


collected by the state and distributed to 
municipalities on a per capita basis for 
street improvements and maintenance. 


Trustees approved a resolution asking 


for $78,200 in 1970 from MFT funds. Ac- 
cording to Suhr, Peterson, Peterson and 
Suhr, consulting engineers, this will in- 
clude $81,538 for arterial streets and 
$16,662 for nonarterial streets.

Milt Cully sells everything from Tiffa- 


ny lamps to toothpicks at the bang of a 
gavel. 


Milt is the man behind Cully Auction 


Co., which owns and operates The Red 
Gavel, an auction parlor and resale shop 
in Des Plrines. And the woman behind 
the man is his wife, Pat. 


The Cullys are the proprietors of The 


Red Gavel, a quaint establishment which 
deals in • antiques, art objects, accent 
pieces and furnishings from the turn of 
the century to contemporary. 


"I guess you could call us 'junkers' but 


not in the facetious sense of the word. 
We enjoy searching for antiques and old 
furnishings for excitement. We're all 
'junkers' when it comes to discovering 
the old for the new," Hilt explained. 


The Cullys openet' The Red Gavel 


about a year ago, wl.en Milt decided to 
leave the large industrial auction firm 
where he v°s employed and venture into 
business for himself. "Anyone can be 
taught the auction chant or cry, but the 
real crux of the business is learning the 
values and prices of all the items that 
come across the auction block," he ex- 
plained. 


"ANYTHING FROM ping pong tables 


to cameras will pass through the auction 
block, and the auctioneer has to be fa- 
miliar with all the items plus put them in 
the proper business and financial per- 
spective. The auctioneer is a salesman." 


Milt, who graduated from 
Ruppert 


Auction School in Indiana, handles all the 
auctions held at The Red Gavel in addi- 
tion to handling residential, industrial 
and commercial auctions. "I will sell at 
auction for real estate settlements and 
business liquidations. Auction is one of 
the fairest ways to sell a large quantity 
of merchandise." 


"There are a lot of people today who 


will hire an auctioneer to sell a whole 


house full of furniture for them because 
they're moving out of state and they 
don't want to cart all their furniture with 
them," Pat explained. 


"And by selling at auction, they can 


sell everything in the house, not just the 
major furnishings. An auctioneer can sell 
everything in the house, lock, stock and 
barrel in about three to five hours," she 
said. 


THE AUCTIONEER can control the 


sale price of an item only to the extent of 
setting the opening bid. "If the last price 
on im item is not as high as we'd like, we 
can retract the item from the bidding. 
It's legal but it's also the worst way to 
run an auction. 


"It's bad business, just like using a 


shill or planting someone in the audience 
to hike up the bidding. I don't use a shill 
and none of iny friends in this business 
do. A shill can give an auction company 
a bad reputation and it's just not worth 
<t," Milt explained. 


The Cullys sponsor general merchan- 


dise auctions at The Red Gavel every 
Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. and anything 
goes from used washing machines to 
door knobs. "The items at a general 
merchandise auction fall anywhere in be- 
tween very old and very new. It's unlim- 
ited. Occasionally, we'll also hold antique 
auctions on Sundays where all the mer- 
chandise is limited to just antiques and 
old pieces," Pat explained. 


THE CULLYS SAID the resale busi- 


ness seems to be picking up when most 
other businesses are having a difficult 
time financially. "Money is tight, and the 
threat of a recession is encouraging 
people to sell to make money and buy 
used furnishings to save money," Pat ex- 
plained. 


And the younger people seem to be 


selling new furnishings to buy old ones, 
while the older people are selling old fur- 
nishings to buy new. "Young married 


couples are buying more old pieces in 
furnishings, not quite antiques, while the 
older people are leaning more toward the 
contemporary pieces,'1 she said. 


"There's a fantastic freedom in home 


decor — Spanish, Mediterranean, Early 
and older furnishings with almost any 
decor — Spanish, Miditerranean, Early 
American and Old English. And many 
people are using antiques to accent mod- 
ern and contemporary furnishings. 


"This is one of the reasons why so 


many people are interested in buying an- 
tiques and resold furniture We all have 
a little bit of the 'junker' in us because 
we like to have furnishings in our homes, 
even if they're only accent pieces, which 
we've found and refmished ourselves," 
Milt explained.

'Copter Port 
Vote Near 


A controversy is growing in Wheeling 


this week over the proposed heliport or- 
dinance scheduled to come tor a vote at 
Monday's village board meeting. 


More than 200 local residents have 


signed a petition opposing the ordinance 
which would allow heliports and helistops 
to he bulk on industrially-zoned land in 
the village. 


No large heliports with fueling facil- 


ities, hangers or commercial rental of 
helicopters would be allowed under the 
proposed ordinance, however. 


The petition opposes the proposed ordi- 


nance on the basis of noise factors, safe- 
ty hazards and the increased air traffic 
which it says heliports in Wheeling would 
bring to the village. 


The group, whose membership is made 


of many of the citizens in another group 
which opposes the flight patterns and 
amount of airplane traffic at nearby Pal- 
Waukee Airport, is also circulating flyers 
urging residents to write letters opposing 
the ordinance to Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scankn and to attend the village board 
meeting Monday. 


WILLIAM ROGERS, one of those 


coordinating the efforts to oppose the 
proposed ordinance, said the leaflets will 
be handed out this weekend at local food 
stores and churches. The petitions will be 
circulated in the western portion of the 
village in an effort to secure another 100 
signatures before the petitions are pre- 
sented to the village board Monday. 


The citizens are also planning to file a 


request to address the board Monday 
night about the ordinance. 


The village board first considered a 


heliport ordinance in 1968. At that time 
the village zoning board had recommend- 
ed that an ordinance allowing heliports 
be established. The village board, bow- 
ever, voted S to 1 to throw out the ordi- 
nance which would have allowed heli- 
ports in the village. 


In the meantime, Earl Reynolds, own- 


er of the Asplundh Tree Expert Co., on 
north Milwaukee Avenue continued his 
efforts for an ordinance in Wheeling al- 
lowing heliports. Reynolds uses helicop- 
ters in his business and was successful in 
having meetings started again last fall 
with village board committees. 


WHEN THE ZONING board of appeals 


held hearings on the proposed ordinance 
this year, the board members split their 
vote in a 3 to 3 tie. Therefore the zoning 
board did not recommend passage of the 
new ordinance to the village board. 


Several weeks ago when the board 


voted to have the village attorney draw 
up the final form of the ordinance, the 
village board voted 4 to 2 to have the 
final form of the ordinance drawn up. 


Trustees Ira Bird and John Koeppen 


voted against having the ordinance pre- 
pared, an indication that they will prob- 
ably not vote to have the ordinance 
passed Monday. 


No trustee has publicly advocated or 


denounced the ordinance except Trustee 
Bird who is opposed to it. 


Village Mgr. Matthew Golden had rec- 


ommended the board pass an ordinance 
which would allow heliports in industrial- 
ly zoned areas and would allow emergen- 
cy helistops to be built in any zoning 
classification if a special use permit 
were granted by the village board. 


Golden has said repeatedly that he 


thinks the ordinance should be passed be- 
cause it will attract industrial devel- 
opment to the village. 


THE 
WHEELING PARK District 


board has also made its position on the 
proposed ordinance clear. The park 
board at a special meeting last week 
suggested that one centrally located heli- 
port in the southern industrial section of 
the village be built to attract industry 
rather than to allow any number of heli- 
ports on industrially zoned property. 


A decision on the ordinance is expected 


at Monday's board meeting.

Pal-Waukee Airport officials yesterday 


contested statements made in a Thurs- 
day Herald article by a group of Wheel- 
ing citizens conducting a fight against 
planes from the airport which fly over 
the village. 


Charles Priester, son of airport owner 


George Priester, said yesterday that air- 
port officials "are certainly concerned 
with any discomfort or anxiety" that the 
proximity of the airport brings to Wheel- 
ing residents. 


PRIESTER SAID that charges by tiw 


citizens group that the airport's runway 
is longer man the county zoning board 
originally agreed to were inaccurate. 
He explained that a turn-around path at 
the end of the runway adds an extra 150 
feet to the 5,OM foot runway. He said, 
however, mat the county zoning board 
had been told of the turn-around path at 
a later meeting. The zoning board bad 
approved adding the path to the runway, 
he said. 


Priester also noted that the citizens 


g r o u p leader William Rogers had 
charged that the FAA had changed traf- 
fic patterns to fly planes over the village 
instead of over forest preserve lands "to 
accommodate bigger jets." 


PRIESTER SAID that the FAA does 


have final legal jurisdiction over the 
flight patterns, but that the agency's rea- 
son for routing planes over the village is 
safety. He said the planes are sent over 
the village to avoid other planes in the 
air fr"m Glenview Naval Air Base and 
O'Hare Field. 


Priester also said that charges by the 


citizens that planes exceeding the allow- 
able weights were landing at the airport 
were inaccurate. Priester said mat 
weight of airplanes is measured on a 
pounds-per-wheel basis and that records 
of the county zoning board bearings 
which the citizens point to in their 
charges do not clearly reflect that dis- 
tinction.

Policemen are always on the move and 


the monthly reports issued by Hanover 
Park Police Chief Sam Polotto prove it. 


The January report, released this 


week, shows policemen traveled 11,823 
miles patrolling the village. That re- 
quired some 2.241 gallons of gas and sev- 
en quarts of oil, according to the report. 


During January, the department han-

Local Clergyman Takes 
Sobering Look at Africa 


by BETSY BROOKER 


The Rev, Keith Knauss can tell stories 


that will make you see your surroundings 
somewhat differently. 


Rev. 
Knauss moved to Prospect 


Heights to become pastor of the Prospect 
Heights Baptist Church about a year ago. 
Just after he finished writing his sixth 
book and just after he returned from * 
four-week trip to Africa. 


Most of Rev. Knauss' writings concern 


biblical and religious subjects. He and 
his wife are now working on a seventh 
book, about their experiences in Africa. 


"CONDITIONS WERE terrible in the 


African countries we visited," said Rev. 
Knauss. "I wouldn't dare put In print 
some of the things I saw. And they are 
normal standards for these people. 


"The trip made us realize we were 


blessed beyond measure. We hadn't 
learned to appreciate what we had." 


In the midst of a sea of sand that is 


larger than the United States, the Sahara 
Desert, Rev. Knauss said he met nomads 
living in tents. 


"I don't know how they existed. They 


bad cattle but they swapped them like 
money because there is no way to keep 
the meat. I think they scrounged a rice- 


like substance out of the bushes in the 
desert. 


"SOME OF THE children had been 


sleeping naked on the sand when we ar- 
rived, but they ran out into the desert as 
soon as they spotted us. They think of the 
"white devil" as our children think of the 
"bogey man," and we were the first 
white people they had seen. 


"Their parents, however, looked at me 


like I was the King of England," said 
Rev. Knauss. "A missionary couple who 
spoke the nomads' language accom- 
panied us so we were able to talk to 
them. The missionaries rely on a com- 
pass to find their way around the 
desert." 


Rev. Knauss was invited to Africa by a 


group of missionaries who were having 
a conference at Timbuktu, a town of 
10,000 bordering the Sahara. He acted as 
the inspirational speaker for the mis- 
sionaries who were there to discuss the 
African situation. 


"Timbuktu is the size of a city, but you 


can't buy a bottle of pop or a stick of 
gum there, said Rev. Knauss. "You nev- 
er see an ox cart on the streets, because 
the people have no wood to build with. It 


is a very poor area with nothing but sand 
and huts." 


ONLY A SINGLE missionary couple is 


assigned to Timbuktu. "And they don't 
stay too many years," said Rev. Knauss 
because "the weather really drains a 
person. While we were there it was 120 
degrees, and they said it was the cool 
season. 


"The whole city comes to a stop from 


11 a.m. to 2 p.m. Everyone goes indoors 
to escape the heat." 


The most difficult trail, though, for the 


missionaries is not the heat but being 
separated from then- children said Rev. 
Knauss. "They talked about that more 
than anything else. Most of the mis- 
sionary children have to be sent to 
boarding schools." 


After Rev. Knauss and his wife left 


justed, school social worker, learning 
disabilities, gifted children, educable 
mentally handicapped and trainable 
mentally handicapped. 
Timbuktu, they took a houseboat up the 
Niger River. "We saw 30 hippos in one 
day. The river is the main means of 
transportation for the missionaries when 
they visit native tribes."

Heliport Vote Due 


A controversy la growing in Wheeling 


this week over the proposed Heliport or- 
dinance scheduled to come for a vote at 
Monday's village board meeting. 


More than 200 local residents have 


signed a petition opposing the ordinance 
which would allow heliports and helistops 
to be bulK on industrially-zoned land in 
the village. 


No large heliports with fueling facil- 


ities, hangers or commercial rental of 
helicopters would be allowed under the 
proposed ordinance, however. 


The petition opposes the proposed ordi- 


nance on the bails of aoise factors, safe- 
ty hazards and the increased air traffic 
which It says heliport* in Wheeling would 
bring to the village. 


The group, whose membership is made 


of many of the citizens in another group 
which opposes the flight patterns and 
amount of airplane traffic at nearby Pal- 
Waukee Airport, is also circulating flyers 
urging residents to write letters opposing 
the ordinance to Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scanlon and to attend the village board 
meeting Monday. 


WILLIAM ROGERS, one of those 


coordinating the efforts to oppose the 
proposed ordinance, said the leaflets will 
be handed out this weekend at local food 
store* and churches. The petitions will be 


circulated in the western portion of the 
village in an effort to secure another 100 
signatures before the petitions are pre- 
sented to the village board Monday. 


The citizens are also planning to file a 


request to address the board Monday 
night about the ordinance. 


The village board first considered a 


heliport ordinance in 1968. At that time 
the village zoning board had recommend- 
ed that an ordinance allowing heliports 
be established. The village board, how- 
ever, voted 5 to 1 to throw out the ordi- 
nance which would have allowed heli- 
ports In the village. 


In the meantime, Earl Reynolds, own- 


er of the Asplundh Tree Expert Co., on 
north Milwaukee Avenue continued his 
efforts for an ordinance in Wheeling al- 
lowing heliports. Reynolds uses helicop- 
ters in his business and was successful in 
having meetings started again last fail 
with village board committees. 


WHEN THE ZONING board of appeals 


held hearings on the proposed ordinance 
this year, the board members split their 
vote in a 3 to 3 tie. Therefore the zoning 
board did not recommend passage of the 
new ordinance to the village board. 


Several weeks ago when the board 


voted to have the village attorney draw 
up the final form of the ordinance, the 


village board voted 4 to 2 to have the 
final form of the ordinance drawn up. 


Trustees Ira Bird and John Koeppen 


voted against having the ordinance pre- 
pared, an indication that they will prob- 
ably not vote to have the ordinance 
passed Monday. 


No trustee has publicly advocated or 


denounced the ordinance except Trustee 
Bird who is opposed to it. 


Village Mgr. Matthew Golden had rec- 


ommended the board pass an ordinance 
which would allow heliports in industrial- 
ly zoned areas and would allow emergen- 
cy helistops to be built in any zoning 
classification if a special use permit 
were granted by the village board. 


Golden has said repeatedly that he 


thinks the ordinance should be passed be- 
cause it will attract industrial devel- 
opment to the village. 


THE 
WHEELING PARK District 


board has also made its position on the 
proposed ordinance clear. The park 
board at a special meeting last week 
suggested that one centrally located heli- 
port in the southern industrial section of 
the village be built to attract industry 
rather than to allow any number of heli- 
ports on industrially zoned property. 


A decision on the ordinance is expected 


at Monday's board meeting.

"We 
met a nurse there that single handedly 
was caring for 500 patients. She didn't 
know what to do. She had to have help, 
but it wasn't there. 


"Leper patients usually bring their 


families with them and construct a hut to 
live in. All of ths families operate a com- 
munal farm together. The ones who don't 
have leprosy usually stay until the dis- 
eased family member is cured or dies, 
hoping they don't contact it." 


"We had to keep washing in alcohol 


because everyone wanted to shake 
hands, and we didn't want to offend them 
by refusing." 


The most dramatic moment of the trip 


came when Rev. Knauss and several 
missionaries stood next to the natives' 
"Big Devil." "We were the first white 
people to see him," said Knauss. 


THE "BIG DEVIL" is the worst of 


four devils the natives fear. A selected 
native dresses in the devil costume at a 
certain time of the year, and all of the 
other natives flee in fear. Rev. Knauss 
said they were allowed to see the devil 
because he had been converted to Chris- 
tianity the year before and dressed in the 
costume only for their benefit. 


The situation of the black African is 


very different from that of the black 
American observed Knauss. "There are 
no standards in Africa they want to come 
up to. They are used to living that way. 
Here, a colored person looks at a rich 
man and says, 'I should have that.'" 


Rev. Knauss will be showing slides of 


his African visit at 7 p.m. April 12, in the 
Prospect Heights Baptist Church, located 
at McDonald and Wheeling roads.

flexible with Clearbrook students than 
with pupils in other schools.

house early and teaches art to her son's 
mulUage class at Olive School.

Friendly Town program in the Northwest 
suburban area. When she first heard 
about the project, which brings inner-city

The next 
year 130 youngsters came and played in 
village parks and pools.

The Village Digits

Alice Bauer rings her neighbors' 


chimes. 


And it's one of the best jobs, as well as 


the most unusual one, she's ever had. 


Alice, (Mrs. Herbert Bauer) of 125 N. 


Stratton St., is one of three women em- 
ployed as water-meter readers by the 
Mount Prospect Public Works Dept. 


"I was looking for a real part-time job 


where I could work my own hours and 
set my own schedule, and I finally found 
it I work about five or six days a month 
which is just enough," she explained. 


"About half of my neighbors think I'm 


nuts and my family laughs at me, but 
it's a fun job. I guess it sounds like sort 
of a strange job but it's not. It's just a 
little unusual to have lady meter-read- 
ers, but I think it's a great idea." 


MRS. BAUER STARTED working for 


the public works department in Novem- 
ber, after the man who reads her water 
meter told her about the idea to hire 
ladles for the job. "Three of us applied 
for jobs. Mrs. Del Kneller and Mrs. 
Marilyn Franz, who both live hi Fail-view 
Gardens, and I applied for jobs around 
November. 


"We're all married and have children, 


so a job like this one is ideal. We can 
work when the children are in school and 
then be home when they're home. Be- 
sides, it gives me an opportunity to 
spend some time outside. I just wish the 
weather were warmer," she explained. 


David Creamer, director of public 


works is just as happy as the women are 
about the job. "These gab are really 
great. They're doing a good job and 
they're accurate. It's a big burden off 
my mind to have part-time help with the 
readings," Creamer explained. 


Creamer Mid the task of reading me- 


ters, especially after the village pur- 
chased the Fairview Gardens Utility Co., 
and the Citizens Utility Co., last year, 
was a big burden for the department. 
"My men were on a tight schedule and a 
tot of valuable tune, which could be 
spent on repair work, was spent reading 
meters. So we hired the gala," Creamer 
said. 


THE WOMEN are paid according to 


the number of meters they read each 
month, and the rate is about 10 cents per 
meter. "I average about 1M meters 
day depending on the weather and bow I 
feel An the meters have to be read by 
the IStt of the month, so we only work 
the fM two weeks of every month. And 
a then Oat's only about six days," she 


But Mrs Bauer thinks the job is worth 


it just to see the expressions on people's 
faces when she calls on them to read the 
meters. "They're surprised because they 
just don't expect to see a woman meter- 
reader, but I think they're pleasantly 
surprised. 


"I think most housewives feel more 


comfortable about letting a strange lady 
into the house rather than a strange 
man. There are a lot of women who are 
afraid to have strangers in the house 
when they're alone, and I don't blame 
them You can't be too careful these 


Although Mrs.Bauer thinks most wom- 


en would prefer to have ladies read the 
water meter, there are still some people 
who won't let any stranger, man or wom- 
an, in the house. "I've had women refuse 
to let me in because they were atone, 
and they just looked frightened to death 
when they answered the door," she ex- 
plained. 


BESIDES THE PUBLIC'S general re- 


luctance to open doors to strangers, Mrs. 
Bauers also noticed almost every home- 


owner has a dog. "It's unusual to call on 
a house that doesn't have a dog, not even 
one dog. I haven't had any problems yet 
with dogs attacking me because most 
people will usually put them in another 
room. 


"Most dogs don't bite, but that's what 


everyone says about his own dog. If any- 
thing, they just bark a lot and then jump 
all over you," Mrs. Bauer said. 


And then there are the people who con- 


ceal their water meters under vines, in a 
cabinet or behind the bar. "Water me- 
ters are ugly, especially if you've fixed 
your basement up. So most people hide 
them and some have come up with some 
good ideas." 


Although she sometimes has trouble 


finding a water meter, defending herself 
against a dog or finding her way across 
Welkr Creek, Mrs. Bauer thinks her job 
is all worth the trouble. 


"There are very few days when I don't 


come home with a funny story to tell or 
something to chuckle about. I always 
seem to have a humorous story to tell 
the family at the dinner table."

Before I knew it there was an Opaline 


Gouramis staring at me. I dashed around 
the corner and bumped into some talking 
cats. 


I backed away, not in fright actuary, 


just to see the situation from the proper 
perspective.

And they weren't 
talking. 


I asked Frank Morrone, the man who 


seemed to be answering everyone's ques- 
tions, why fish called talking cats we- 
ren't talking. 


"They are called that because they 


yelp when they're netted out of water," 
he explained. 


Marrone is the manager of Bit 0* Trop- 


ics, a tropical fish store in the Grove 
Shopping Mall, Elk Grove Village. 


He seemed to have good reason to 


know all about fish because be had been 
selling them for 15 years. He first be- 
came involved in the fish business as a 
hobbyist, and at one time had 21 tanks of 
fish in his home. 


SEVERAL OF Morrone's customers 


have almost as many tanks. Bob Sano- 
shy, an Elk Grove High School student 
who began working for him when the 
store opened Feb. 14, said he will soon 
have seven tanks of fish. 


Why are some people hooked on fish? 
"It's a bobby anybody can fall into," 


be said. "Some Just get hit real hard by 
the hobby. They like fish." 


Morrone explained how it happened to 


him. He had his first tank of fish when 
he was about 10 years old, but said he 
didn't really get hooked until later. 


"I had this tank of guppies and when 


they had babies I got another tank for 
the babies so they wouldn't get eaten by 
the parents," he said. "It just blossomed 
from there." 


The store fish, which are all fresh-wa- 


ter fish, come from South America, Af- 
rica and the Far East 


Morrone has everything from guppies 


to piranhas, stingrays and knife fish. 


Asked how dangerous piranhas really 


are, he said, "Well, you don't pet them." 


He explained that piranhas grow to be 


about six mches in a small aquarium, 
although they grow much larger in their 
normal setting, the Amazon. 


HE THREW IN A few tips for fish 


owners. One I found interesting was that 
a fish only eats until it is full. It will not 
overeat. This means that a fish should be 
fed small quantities several times a day, 
rather than pouring in a large amount of 
food. The fish will only eat what it wants 
and the rest falls to the bottom. 


"The fish don't die from overeating," 


be said. "The food rots and pollutes th* 
water, causing the fish to die." 


Morrone added, "Most people realize 


that if they don't take care of the fish 
they'll die, and will ask questions when 
they boy them." 


Did you know that some fish go on hun- 


ger strikes? Some fish, although fish are 
supposedly not temperamental, get tied

book and just after he returned from a 
four-week trip to Africa. 


Most of Rev. Knauss' writings concern 


biblical and religious subjects. He and 
his wife are now working on a seventh 
book, about their experiences in Africa. 


"CONDITIONS WERE terrible in the 


African countries we visited," said Rev. 
Knauss. "I wouldn't dare put in print 
some of the things I saw. And they are 
normal standards for these people. 


"The trip made us realize we were 


blessed beyond measure. We hadn't 
learned to appreciate what we had." 


In the midst of a sea of sand that is 


larger than the United States, the Sahara 
Desert, Rev. Knauss said he met nomads 
living in tents. 


"I don't know how they existed. They 


had cattle but they swapped them like 
money because there is no way to keep 
the meat. I think they scrounged a rice- 
like substance out of the bushes hi the 
desert. 


"SOME OF THE children had been 


sleeping naked on the sand when we ar- 
rived, but they ran out into the desert aa 
soon aa they spotted us. They think of the 
"white devil" as our children think of the 
"bogey ma,i," and we were the first 
white people they had seen. 


"Their parents, however, looked at me 


like I was the King of England," said 
Rev. Knauss. "A missionary couple who 
spoke the nomads' language accom- 
panied us so we were able to talk to 
them. The missionaries rely on a com- 
pass to find their way around the 
desert." 


HOT. Knauu was invited to Africa by a 


group of missionaries who were having 
a conference at Timbuktu, a town of 
10,000 bordering the Sahara. He acted aa 
the inspirational speaker for the mis- 
sionaries who were there to discuss the 
African situation. 


"Timbuktu is the sire of a city, but you 


can't buy a bottle of pop or a stick of 
gum than, said Rev. Knauss. "You nev- 
er see an ox cart on the streets, because 
the people him no wood to build with. It 
is a very poor area with nothing but sand 
andbuta." 


ONLY A SINGLE mWonary couple hi 


assigned to Timbuktu. "And they dont 
stay too many yean," aid Rev. Knauss 
beeaa*e "the weather really drama a 
pereen, While we were there it wee DO 
degreee, and they said it waa the cool 


"The whole ctty comae to a stop from 


11 a.m. to 2 p.m. Everyone goes indoors 
to escape the beat." 


The most difficult trail, though, for the 


missionaries is not the heat but being 
separated from their children said Rev. 
Knauss. "They talked about that more 
than anything else. Most of the mis- 
sionary children have to be sent to 
boarding schools." 


After Rev. Knauss and his wife left 


justed, school social worker, learning 
disabilities, gifted children, educable 
mentally handicapped and trainable 
mentally handicapped. 
Timbuktu, they took a houseboat up the 
Niger River. "We saw 30 hippos in one 
day. The river is the main means of 
transportation for the missionaries when 
they visit native tribes." 


IN LIBERIA, Rev. Knauss visited a le- 


per colony run by the missionaries. "We 
met a nurse there that single handedly 
was caring for 500 patients. She didn't 
know what to do. She had to have help, 
but it wasn't there. 


"Leper patients usually bring their 


families with them and construct a hut to 
live in. All of the families operate a com- 
munal farm together. The ones who don't 
have leprosy usually stay until the dis- 
eased family member is cured or dies, 
hoping they don't contact it." 


"We had to keep washing in alcohol 


because everyone wanted to shake 
hands, and we didn't want to offend them 
by refusing." 


The most dramatic moment of the trip 


came when Rev. Knauss and several 
missionaries stood next to the natives' 
"Big Devil." "We were the first white 
people to see him," said Knanss. 


THE "BIG DEVIL" is the worst of 


four devils the natives fear. A selected 
native dresses in the devil costume at a 
certain time of the year, and dl of the 
other natives flee to fear. Rev. Knanss 
said they were allowed to see the devil 
because he had been converted to Chris- 
tianity the year before and dressed to the 
costume only for their benefit 


The situation el the black African la 


very different from that of the black 
American observed Knaoss. "Then are 
no standard* in Africa they want to come 
up to. They are need to living that way. 
Here, a colored person looks at a rich 
man and says, 'I abould have that'"

Mrs. 
Carol Chaney reserves a section 


of her home at 1119 N. Dunton Ave. for 
the children's creations. A warm, attrac- 
tive woman, she teaches art to Clear- 
brook children every morning and in- 
structs a regular class at the center each 
afternoon. 


SHE SAYS THAT she can be more 


flexible with Clearbrook students than 
with pupils in other schools. "Because 
they are handicapped, you don't lay 
down so many set rules and the result 
can be very creative work. They have 
their own individual personalities and 
these emerge in their art work." 


Twice a month Mrs. Chaney leaves the 


house early and teaches art to her son's 
multiage class at Olive School. Known 
as the Picture Lady to the class, she dis- 
cusses individual artists, their lives and 
their paintings. 


For several years, she headed the 


Friendly Town program in the Northwest 
suburban area. When she first heard 
about the project, which brings inner-city 
children to suburbs and farms for about 
two weeks during the summer, she called 
for additional details and wound up 
coordinating all details in this area. 


The first summer only three children 
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year 130 youngsters came and played in 
village parks and pools. For the past two 
years they have also swum in the Chan- 
ey pool. Mrs. Chaney, who has Friendly 
Town children stay with her family ev- 
er}' year, also invites other inner-city 
children who are staying with local fami- 
lies. 


SHE EXPLAINS THAT a close rela- 


tionship exists between her family and 
one boy who has visited for several 
years. "This is what it is all about. Ev- 
ery child who visits won't feel so close to 
the family but for those who do the bene- 
fits are great" 


She admits that the program may not 


be perfect but declares that "you have to 
do something." She adds that "you can 
raise your children not to be prejudiced 
but it just isn't the same as having them 
discover it themselves." 


A LARGE PART of her spare time in 


the winter is spent skiing. The whole 
family visits local slopes once a week 
and Mrs. Chaney and her husband re- 
turned Sunday from a week of skiing in 
Aspen, Colo. During the summer months 
scuba diving replaces skiing and the 
Chaneys and their four children view un- 
derwater life in Florida and Mexico. Me- 
mentos from past scuba diving ex- 
peditions form one of the many collages 
in the Chaney home.

children because of her artistic talent, 
she is also envied by many youngsters in 
the neighborhood.

Pal-Wdukee Answers Charges 


Pal-Waukee Airport officials yesterday 


contested statements made in a Thurs- 
day Herald article by a group of Wheel- 
ing citizens conducting a fight against 
planes from the airport which fly over 
the village. 


Charles Priester, son of airport owner 


George Priester, said yesterday that air- 
port officials "are certainly concerned 
with any discomfort or anxiety" that the 
proximity of the airport brings to Wheel- 
ing residents. 


PRIESTER SAID that charges by the 


citizens group that the airport's runway 
is longer than the county zoning board 
originally agreed to were inaccurate. 
He explained that a turn-around path at 
the end of the runway adds an extra 150 
feet to the 5,000 foot runway. He said, 
however, that the county zoning board 
had been told of the turn-around path at 
a later meeting. The zoning board had 
approved adding the path to the runway, 
he said. 


Priester also noted that the citizens 


g r o u p leader William Rogers had 
charged that the FAA had changed traf- 
fic patterns to fly planes over the village 
instead of over forest preserve lands "to 
accommodate bigger Jets." 


PRIESTER SATO that the FAA does 


have final legal Jurisdiction over the 
flight patterns, but that the agency's rea- 
son for routing planes over the village is 
safety. He said the planes are sent over 
the village to avoid other planes in the 
air from Glenview Naval Air Base and 
O'Hare Field.

The Village Digits

Alice Bauer rings her neighbors' 


chimes. 


And it's one of the best jobs, as well as 


the most unusual one, she's ever had. 


Alice, (Mrs. Herbert Bauer) of 125 N. 


Stratum St., is one of three women em- 
ployed as water-meter readers by the 
Mount Prospect Public Works Dept, 


"I was looking for a real part-time job 


where I could work my own hours and 
set my own schedule, and I finally found 
it. I work about five or six days a month 
which is just enough," she explained. 


"About half of my neighbors think I'm 


nuts and my family laughs at me, but 
it's a fun job. I guess it sounds like sort 
of a strange job but it's not. It's just a 
little unusual to have lady meter-read- 
ers, but I think it's a great idea." 


MRS. BAUER STARTED working for 


the public works department in Novem- 
ber, after the man who reads her water 
meter told her about the idea to hire 
ladies for the job. "Three of us applied 
for jobs. Mrs. Del Kneller and Mrs. 
Marilyn Franz, who both live in Fairview 
Gardens, and I applied for jobs around 
November. 


"We're all married and have children, 


so a job like this one is ideal. We can 
work when the children are in school and 
then be home when they're home. Be- 
sides, it gives me an opportunity to 
spend some time outside. I just wish the 
weather were warmer," she explained. 


David Creamer, director of public 


works is just as happy' as the women are 
about the job. "These gab are really 
great. They're doing a good job and 
they're accurate. It's a big burden off 
ray mind to have part-time help with the 
readings," Creamer explained. 


Creamer said the task of reading me- 


ters, especially after the village pur- 
chased the Fairview Gardens Utility Co., 
and the Citizens Utility Co., last year, 
was a big burden for the department. 
"My men were on a tight schedule and a 
lot of valuable time, which could be 
spent on repair work, was spent reading 
meters. So we hired the gals," Creamer 
said. 


THE WOMEN are paid according to 


the number of meters they read etch 
month, and the rate is about 20 cents per 
meter. "I avenge about 100 meters 
day depending on the weather and how I 
feel. All the meters have to be read oy 
the Kith of the month, so we omly work 
the first two weeks of every month. And 
a than that's oaljr shoot six days," she 


But Mrs. Bauer thinks the job is worth 


it just to see the expressions on people's 
fuces when she calls on them to read the 
meters. "They're surprised because tltey 
just don't expect to see a woman meter- 
reader, but I think they're pleasantly 
surprised. 


"I think most housewives feel more 


comfortable about letting a strange lady 
into the house rather than a strange 
man. There are a lot of women who are 
afraid to have strangers in the house 
when they're alone, and I don't blame 
them. You can't be too careful these 
days." 


Although Mrs.Bauer thinks most wom- 


en would prefer to have ladies read the 
water meter, there are still some people 
who won't let any stranger, man or wom- 
an, in the house. "I've had women refuse 
to let me in because they were alone, 
and they just looked frightened to death 
when they answered the door," she ex- 
plained. 


BESIDES THE PUBLIC'S general re- 


luctance to open doors to strangers, Mrs. 
Bauers also noticed almost every home- 


owner has EI dog. "It's unusual to call on 
a house that doesn't have a dog, not even 
one dog. I haven't had any problems yet 
with dogs attacking me because most 
people will usually put them in another 
room. 
| 


"Most dogs don't bite, but that's what 


everyonu says about his own dog. If any- 
thing, they just bark a lot and then jump 
aU over you," Mrs. Bauer said. 


And then there are the people who con- 


ceal their water meters under vines, in a 
cabinet or behind the bar. "Water me- 
ters are ugly, especially if you've fixed 
your basement up. So most people hide 
them and some have come up with some 
good ideas." 


Although she sometimes has trouble 


finding a water meter, defending herself 
against a dog or finding her way across 
Weller Creek, Mrs. Bauer thinks her job 
is all worth the trouble. 


"There are very few days when I don't 


come- home with a funny story to tell or 
something to chuckle about. I always 
seem to have a humorous story to tell 
the family at the dinner table." 


Kingsbridge 
Turns to BBB

Yesterday morning was a little differ-

tives of the Kingsbridge Homeowners 
group, Arlington Heights Bulking Com- 
missioner Marty Munson, Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson and the vice president of 
the Realty Company of America 
(Realcoa) Harold Palmer have met al- 
most monthly in the early morning hours 
at the village hall. 


They've met to discuss the complaints 


that the homeowners in Kingsbridge 
have against Realcoa. The complaints 
that some of them have had for a year. 


Of toe 327 homes in lOngsbrldge, tbr 


homeowners compiled in October a list ot: 
54 that bed numerous Pomplsjsts, Yes- 
terday morning's meeting began like any 
other but ended rather differently. 


PALMER TOLD William BT^TT and 


other Kingsbridge representatives that of 
the 54 original homes with complaints, 
only 37 still have to be taken care of. He 
added there were approximately 100 
items to be corrected in these homes, 
and that these would be made as soon as 
possible. 


Zeckzer disputed Palmer's figures, in- 


sisting that there were 321 items still to 
be done as of Feb. 28. He added there 
were 535 total items, but 214 of these 
Realcoa was challenging as not valid 
complaints or builder's responsibility. 


Prepared with tape recordings and pic- 


tures, Zeckzer documented several of the 
more flagrant violations to those seated 
around the conference table.

Before I knew it there was an Opaline 


Gouramis staring at me. I dashed around 
the corner and bumped into some talking 
cats. 


I backed away, not in fright actually, 


just to see the situation from the proper 
perspective. Besides, the talking eats 
were in an aquarium. And they weren't 
talking 


I asked Frank Morrone, the man who 


seemed to be answering everyone's ques- 
tions, why fish called talking cats we- 
ren't talking. 


"They are called that because they 


yelp when they're netted out of water," 
he explained. 


Man-one is the manager of Bit 0' Trop- 


ics, a tropical fish store in the Grove 
Shopping Mall, Elk Grove Village. 


He seemed to have good reason to 


know all about fish because he had been 
selling them for 15 years. He first be- 
came Involved in the fish business as a 
hobbyist, and at one time had 21 tanks of 
fish in his home. 


SEVERAL OF Morrone's customers 


have almost as many tanks Bob Sano- 
shy, an Elk Grove High School student 
who began working for him when the 
store opened Feb. 14, said he will soon 
have seven tanks of fish. 


Why are some people hooked on fish? 
"It's a hobby anybody can fall into," 


he said. "Some just get hit real bard by 
the hobby. They like fish." 


Morrone explained how it happened to 


him. He had his first tank of fish when 
be was about 10 years old, but said he 
didn't really get hooked until later. 


"I had this tank of guppies and when 


they had babies I got another tank for 
the babies so they wouldn't get eaten by 
the parents," he said. "It just blossomed 
from there." 


The store fish, which are all fresh-wa- 


ter fish, come from South America, Af- 
rica and the Far East. 


Morrone has everything from guppies 


to piranhas, stingrays and knife fish. 


Asked how dangerous piranhas really 


are, he said, "Well, you don't pet them." 


He explained that piranhas grow to be 


about six inches in a small aquarium, 
although they grow much larger in their 
normal setting, the Amazon. 


HE THREW IN A few tips for fish 


owners. One I found Interesting was that 
a fish only eats until it is full. It will not 
overeat. This means that a fish should be 
fed small quantities several times a day, 
rather than pouring in a large amount of 
food. The fish will only eat what it wants 
and the rest falls to the bottom. 


"The fish don't die from overeating," 


he said. "The food rots and pollutes tar 
water, causing the fish to die." 


Morrone added, "Most people realise 


that if they don't take care of the fish 
they'll die, and will ask questions when 
they buy them." 


Did you know that some fish go on hun- 


ger strikes? Seme fish, although fish are 
supposedly not temperamental, get tired 
of the food they've been eating and just 
quit.

book and just after be returned from a 
four-week trip to Africa. 


Most of Rev. Knauss' writings concern 


biblical and religious subjects. He and 
his wife are now working on a seventh 
book, about their experiences in Africa. 


"CONDITIONS WERE terrible in the 


African countries we visited," said Rev. 
Knauss. "I wouldn't dare put in print 
some of the things I saw. And they are 
normal standards for these people. 


"The trip made us realize we were 


blessed beyond measure. We hadn't 
learned to appreciate what we had." 


In the midst of a sea of sand that is 


larger than the United States, the Sahara 
Desert. Rev. Knauss said he met nomads 
living in tents. 


"I don't know how they existed. They 


bad cattle but they swapped them like 
money because there is no way to keep 
the meat. I think they scrounged a rice- 
like substance out of the bushes in the 
desert. 


"SOME OF THE children had been 


sleeping naked on the sand when we ar- 
rived, but they ran out into the desert as 
soon as they spotted us. They think of the 
"white devil" as our children think of the 
"bogey man," and we were the first 
white people they bad seen. 


"Then- parents, however, looked at me 


like I was the King of England," said 
Rev. Knauss. "A missionary couple who 
spoke the nomads' language accom- 
panied us so we were able to ttlk to 
them. The missionaries rely on a com- 
pass to find their way around the 
desert." 


Rev. Knauss was invited to Africa by a 


group of missionaries who were having 
a conference at Timbuktu, a town of 
10,000 bordering 
a Sahara. He acted as 


the inspirational speaker for the mis- 
sionaries who were there to discuss the 
African situation. 


"Timbuktu is the size of a citj, but you 


cant buy a bottle of pop or u stick of 
gum there, said Rev. Knauss. "You nev- 
er see u ox cart on the streets, because 
the people have no wood to build with. It 
is a very poor area with nothtag but sand 
and-hrts." 


ONLY A SINGLE missionary couple it 


assigned to Timbuktu. "And they dont 
stay too many yews," said Rev. Knauss 
because "the weather really drains a 
person. WhOe wo were then it was 12* 
degrees, and they said ft was the cool 


foods until they find one they're satisfied 
with," he said. 


Morrone also explained tou have to age 


the water for 48 hours to rid it of chlo- 
rine before putting fish in it. 


He Con answer almost any question 


about fish, or find the answer. He can 
even explain where nicknames for some 
of the fish originated.

"We 
met a nurse there that single handedly 
was caring for SCO patients. She didn't 
know what to do. She had to have help, 
but it wasn't there. 


"Leper patients usually bring their 


families with them and construct a hut to 
live in. All of the families operate a com- 
munal farm together. The ones who don't 
have leprosy usually stay until the dis- 
eased family member is cured or dies, 
hoping they don't contact it" 


"We had to keep washing in alcohol 


because everyone wanted to shake 
bands, and we didn't want to offend them 
by refusing." 


The most dramatic moment of the trip 


came when Rev. Knauss and several 
missionaries stood next to the natives' 
"Big Devil." "We were the first white 
people to see him," said Knauss. 


THE "BIG DEVIL" is the worst of 


four devils the natives fear. A selected 
native dresses in the devil costume at a 
certain time of the year, and all of the 
other nativei flee in fear. Rev. Knauss 
said they were allowed to see the devil 
because be had been converted to Chris- 
tianity the year before and dressed in the 
costume only for their benefit. 


The situation of the black African is 


very different from that of the black 
American observed Knauss. "There are 
no standards In Africa they want to come 
op to. They are used to living that way. 
Here, a colored person looks at a rich 
man and says, 'I should have that*" 


Rev. Knauf will be showing slide* of 


his African visit at 7p.m. April U, in the 
Prospect Heights Baptist Church, located 
at McDonald and Wheeling roads.

Ridgely Jackson, is for students in the 
first through fourth grades. Mrs. Jackson 
described the children as "very creative 
but allergic to textbooks."

Kingsbridge 
Turns to BBB

Yesterday morning was a little differ- 


ent. 


For nearly five months, representa- 


tives of the Kingsbridge Homeowners 
group, Arlington Heights Building Com- 
missioner Marty Munson, Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson and the vice president of 
the Realty Company of America 
(Realcoa) Harold Palmer have met al- 
most monthly in the early morning hours 
at the village hall. 


They've met to discuss the complaints 


that the homeowners in Kingsbridge 
have against Realcoa. The complaints 
that some of them have had for a year. 


Of the 327 homes in Kingsbridge, the 


homeowners compiled in October a list of 
54 that had numerous complaints. Yes- 
terday morning's meeting began like any 
other but ended rather differently. 


PALMER TOLD William Zeckzer and 


other Kingsbridge representatives that of 
the 54 original homes with complaints, 
only 37 still have to be taken care of. He 
added there were approximately 100 
items to be corrected in these homes, 
and that these would be made as soon as 


Zeckzer disputed Palmer's figures, in- 


sisting that there were 321 items still to 
be done as of Feb. 28. He added there 
were 535 total items, but 214 of these 
Realcoa was challenging as not valid 
complaints or builder's responsibility. 


Prepared with tape recordings and pic- 


tures, Zeckzer documented several of the 
more flagrant violations to those seated 
around the conference table. 


He exhibited pictures of a pipe tied to 


a wood beam with a piece of wire and a 
repainted ceiling with a water spot. 


FOR THE FIRST time since the nego- 


tiations with Realcoa began, Zeckzer lost 
bis temper as the frustration of the 
haggling began to show. 


"We can nave 44 people in this counsel 


room if we have to," he began. 


"We've played the game. We've been 


gentlemen and we've been patient but 
we've come to the end and we're going to 
do something else." 


Palmer sat quietly as Zeckzer contin- 


ued. 


The village hasn't backed us because it 


hasn't stood by its building codes, Zeck- 
zer charged. He pointed Mt that Realcoa 
hadn't installed window well covers on 
the homes, an obvious code violation.

Parks Need More Workers 


Spring is the time of blooming flowers, 


green grass and high school and college 
students looking for summer work. 


With one indoor and five outdoor swim- 


ming pools scheduled to be open this 
summer, the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict will be needing more personnel than 
in previous years. The recent park devel- 
opment program will add four pools to 
the park district's list of swimming facil- 
ities. 


A new day camp program will also put 


an additional strain on the recruiting 
staff for the park district. The park's 
summer program will also require spe- 
cialized teachers and playground lead- 
ers 


Pool managers for the park district 


will receive from $140 to $175 per week. 
Assistant managers' salaries have been 
set at $125 per week. 


POOL HELP PAID BY the hour will 


include water safety instructors, $235; 
Lifeguards, $2; concessions and locker 
room attendants, $1.75, and cashiers, $2. 


Hourly employes will be guaranteed a 
minimum of 25 boors per week. 


Counselors for the park district's two 


day camp programs will be paid $85 per 
week. One program will be held at Deer 
Grove Forest Preserve and the other 
program, designed for handicapped chil- 
dren, will be held at a local park. 


Playground leaders to conduct pro- 


grams at various parks throughout the 


village will receive a minimum of $85 
per week. The leaders will be responsible 
for directing activities for all ages on the 
playground. These activities will include 
drama, crafts, special events, coaching 
sports and organizing games. 


Special instructors will include teach- 


ers for tennis, $90; tumbling, $90; baton, 
$90, dance, $90; and model making, $50 


Day camp and playground personnel 


will average 32 to 35 hours per week 
while pool personnel will average 40 
hours per week.

hobbyist, and at one time had 21 tanks of 
fish in his home. 


SEVERAL OF Morrone s customers 


have almost as many tanks Bob Sano- 


shy, an Elk Grove High School student 
who began working for him when the 
store opened Feb 14, said be will soon 
have seven tanks of fish. 


Why arc some people hooked on fish? 
"It's a hobby anybody can fall into," 


he said "Some just get hit real hard by 
the hobby They like fish." 


Morrone explained how it happened to

The following answers were derived

St. in Rolling Meadows said: 


"I'm ail for high school Athletics. I feel 


these programs do a lot to contribute to 
the character and maturity of the kids 
who participate. It's good life training all 
the way around. 


"Even the girls share vicarciousry by 


watching the sports. But what I wish is 
that we had some more athletic pro- 
grams for girts, such as golf and tennis," 
she Mid. 


R. E. Duffy of 1401 S. Plum Grove 


Road, in Palatine said: 


"Athletics have a value for the whole 


school, not just those who participate to 
them. For example, they lead In school 
spirit. Without athletics people wouldn't 
know where they go to school. 


"As for those who are not good enough 


to participate, they can play in in- 
tramural activities. If everybody could 
play it would be like having everybody 
running the country," he said. 


Mrs. Dennis Richards of 2306 Birch 


Lane in Rolling Meadows said: 


"Sports in h!»h school are just tre- 


mendous for the kids. For one thing, they 
help keep the students interested in 
school activities instead of roaming the 
streets. 


"WHAT I ALSO like about high school 


teams is that they keep the kids together 
and teach them the benefits of knowing 
true sportsmanship," she said. 


A Palatine woman who prefered to re- 


main unidentified did not quite agree. 
She said: 


"Sports aren't of much value in a big 


high school. They only take the very best 
youngsters and use them. The child who 
really needs the help never gets the 
chance. 


"The coaches are more interested in 


the natural athlete. To me, the sign of a 
coach's greatness is the number of 
people he can get interested in his pro- 
gram, not how many games he can win," 
she said. 


Charles Gresens of 3100 Falcon Drive 


in Rolling Meadows said: 


"SIX YEARS AGO. when my kids 


where in high school, my daughter was a 
cheerleader and my son played football, 
and that's probably the best thing that 
ever happened to them. 


"Sports does kids a world of good. I'm 


not a sports fan, but I do know that kids 
get a real chance to meet new friends 
and new people by being involved in 
sports, by competing against some kids 
and working with others," he said. 


Another woman from Palatine who 


prefered to remain unidentified said: 


"There should be greater stress on in- 


tramural sports in high school. Too many 
boys are not interested or not good 
enough to make the team so they get 
interested In something else. This can 
lead to juvenile delinquency. 


"If you just didn't have to compete 


with the best of them all the time, then 
the situation would improve. But until 
the. 'You're either the best or you're no- 
body.'"she said. 
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Four Seasons Nursing Centers of 


America will have to start all over again 
if it hopes to build a 200-bed facility in 
Palatine. 


Circuit Court Judge Edward F. Healy 


yesterday gave the nursing home a per- 
manent restraining order and 90 days to 
remove construction materials from a 
four-acre site on Quentin Road near Illi- 
nois Avenue. 


A suit against the proposed home was 


brought by homeowners from the Hunt- 
ing Ridge subdivision which is directly 
west of the proposed nursing home site. 
The residents were represented by Rich- 
ard Mugalian, a local attorney. 


MUGALIAN ISSUED the 
following 


statement after the judge ruled in favor 
of the residents: "It will be remembered 
that we formerly but respectfully told the 
village board that its action was clearly 
illegal. It is regretable that village resi- 
dents are forced to go to court for re- 
dress from the arbitrary and capricious 
actions of their elected representatives." 


Mugalian said be was under the im- 


pression that the nursing home would go 
to the village board again for permission 
to construct the home. 


At the time the suit was filed the resi- 


dents claimed that a nursing home could 
not be buitt on the land because property 
owners do not have a valid special use 
per-n t. 


MUGALIAN SAID in December when 


the suit was filed there was no public 
zoning hearing held to support the spe- 
cial use zoning granted Nov. 10 by the 
village board. 


Before Nov. 10, annexation of the land 


had teen approved on first reading, de- 
feated on second reading, reconsidered 
and approved and then repealed when a 
legal technicality was found omitted 
from the original petition. 


One of Mugalian's primary objections 


was based on a six-month waiting period 
required by local ordinance before a case 
can be considered again once it is de- 
feated. 


In November, 1969, Village Atty. Brad- 


ley Glass issued an opinion which said, 
"The technical defects complained of by 


the objectors, even if sustained in court . 
. . could not prevent the trustees from 
again taking the action which they have 
already taken in annexing the property 
and granting a special use." 


THE PROPOSED nursing home would 


have been located near the intersection 
of Quentin Road and Illinois Avenue 
where residents of the Hunting Ridge 
subdivision and school authorities have 
obtained a traffic signal. 


In earlier discussions, a nursing home 


on the southeast corner of the already 
busy intersection would only add to the 
congestion, the residents said. 


Fremd High Schooi, with both buses 


and cars entering the school parking lot. 
and the Hunting Ridge development are 
on the west side of Quentin Road, the 
nursing home would have been located 
on the east side. 


Palatine's plan commission recom- 


mended that the city not annex the site 
for the home, jiving the anticipated traf- 
fic problems at the intersection and spot 
zoning in a predominantly residential 
area as its reasons. 


Brooks Answers Critics

Clyde Brooks, chief figure in the estab- 


lishment of the Sidewalk Academy, made 
that statement in defense of citizens who 
have criticized him for bringing such 
controversial figures as Bobby Rush and 
Leonard Weinglass to speak at Forest 
View High School. 


President of Educational Laboratories 


and a recently announced School Dist. 
214 board candidate, Brooks made the 
statement last night to a group of 30 per- 
sons during a Dist. 59 school community 
council meeting at Holmes Junior High 
School, Mount Prospect. 


BROOKS SAID the purpose of the 


Sidewalk Academy was to "provide in- 
formation." 


"We wanted io provide information 


about the pressing issues of the day," he 
said. "We left by providing information 
we would provide inspiration. By provid- 
ing inspiration and information we would 
provide destination." 


In response to recent letters criticizing 


the presence of controversial figures at 
Forest View, Brooks said, "At least 
they're expressing something rather than 


nothing at all." 


BROOKS SAID the Sidewalk Academy 


has attempted to "remain neutral" and 
to get the "other side of the issue." 


Brooks, who said he disagreed with or- 


ganizations such as the John Birch 
Society and the Black Panthers, told the 
audience, "I think somewhere between 
those two extremes we can come to an 
agreement to solve our problems." 


HE SAID, "exposure increases under- 


standing" and added that the Sidewajk 
Academy's purpose was to "improve hu- 
man relations." 


Brooks is manpower director for the 


North Cook County Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) and is deeply in- 
volved in the civic affairs in the north- 
west suburban area. He is one of the few 
black persons living in this area. 


He is a part-time instructor and con- 


sultant at Harper College, Algonquin and 
Roselle roads, in Palatine. 


Born in Danville, 111., Brooks received 


his Bachelor's and Master's degrees at 
Western Illinois University at Macomb. 
He and his wife, Georgia, moved to Elk 
Grove five years ago. They have a 
daughter. 


HE HAS WORKED with the Boys Club, 


the YMCA and the Juvenile Court in Chi- 
cago. Brooks has t; ught at Harrison and 
Bowen high schools in Chicago, and h;is 
served as a counselor at Crane High 
School. 


Brooks also has worked as a con- 


stultant to the Illinois Drug Abuse pro- 
gram which operates six centers to aid 
addicts in Chicago. He has also been ac- 
tive with the Marillac House, a Chicago 
settlement house. 


In this area, Brooks is a member of 


the Elk Grove Kiwanis, is on the reli- 
gious education committee task force of 
Queen of the Rosary Parish, Elk Grove 
and was a lecturer at St. Mary of the 
Lake Seminary in Mundelein. 


Brooks is also a consultant with the 


Scott, Foresman Publishing House. He is 
a counselor with the Church Federation 
of greater Chicago and has been the di- 
rector of education for the JOBS Project, 
a federal job training program.

"I THINK THIS is the largest jump 


we've had In a long time," Joel Meyer, 
budget committee chairman, said. 


Meyer noted for the board that the 


levy for taxes passed by the board was 
only $9,557 more than the county exten- 
sion for the year. 


The $29.7 million increase to assessed 


valuation is partly due to increased con- 
struction and partly because of an in- 
crease to the percentage of actual valu- 
ation credited to the assessed valuation. 


Assessed valuation on a $30,000 home 


would be about $10,000, or 33 per cent of 
the value. Because Cook County has had 
a lower percentage than other counties, 
the multiplier was equalized throughout 
the state, raising the per cent in this 
county. 


IN FIGURING the amount of taxes 


which will be collected, Dist 15 should 
receive 15 per cent by June 30,1970, Wil- 
liam Colburn, Dist. 15 business manager, 
told the board. 


At the same meeting, the board de- 


cided to renew its membership to the 
Northwest Educational Cooperative for 
the coming year. The NEC is made up of 
representatives from the 10 school dis- 
tricts to the northwest area. 


Dist. 15 also voted to participate to a 


data services cooperative within the 
NEC to provide computer service for 
payroll, grade cards, and business office 
procedures. Through the cooperative ef- 
fort, research into computer use by 
school districts will be explored. 


Board architect Richard Donatoni told 


the board construction on the Pepper 
Tree Farms elementary school on Cun- 
ningham and Ridgeway roads is begin- 
ning, though a temporary road has to be 
installed to get to the site. The board ap- 
proved an additional $2,000 to pay for the 
temporary road from Cunningham Drive. 


At Hunting Ridge School, Donatoni told 


the board, the developer will pot addi- 
tional fin on the beck of the school area 
to help aQeviate the poor drainage. The 
board also contracted to hive a drainage 
problem at Jane Addanw School; 
this spring. 


More than a century ago people living 


in the territory comprising Palatine 
Township had to have the true spirit of 
the pioneers in order to survive. 


According to the Palatine Centennial 


Book, "The gently rolling countryside 
and the cool shade of wooded groves 
seemed like home to the newcomers who 
had left the green hills and fertile valleys 
to begin this new adventure in the west.'' 


The first white man to be located in 


this area was probably George Eta, who 
cleared land and, in 1835, built a rough 
log cabin in what, is now Deer Grove. 


These early years for the first town- 


ship residents were demanding ones. 
Trees could be felled for log cabins, but 
t h e original dwelling places 
were 


frequently sod houses. 


As for supplies, the trade and barter 


system was used to obtain necessities for 
which money was usually not available. 


The women in the families made their 


own soap and candles, mot to mention 
clothing and a variety of other necessi- 
ties. Men and women alike looked for- 
ward to corn huskings, chimney settings, 
and religious services since these occa- 
sions provided an opportunity for the so- 
cial contact which they could not afford 
during the long hours of work days. 


An historical account of one of these 


earlier settlers lends considerable insight 
into the lives they led. 


The Cady family, "lived in a covered 


wagon for several weeks before building 
a bouse. Mr. Cady anticipated a journey 
to Chicago, and built a shack of logs and 
bark to shelter his wife until bis return. 


"The flint-lock gun, important to pio- 


neers for lighting a fire as well as pro- 
tection, naturally accompanied Cady 01 
his trip. 


"During the first night of his absence a 


severe sxmn blew up and Adaline (his 
wife) stood all night wrapped in her hus- 
band's big cape to keep the precious fire 
from going out. 


"Her frightened children bad to con- 


sole themselves the best they could in 
the cabin. There were nine children to 
the Cady family."

A storm of controversy has been i ag- 


ing since early last fall concerning school 
sites or the lack of them in Dist. 96. It 
has resultwl in, among other things, a 
condemnation suit, an injunction threat, 
pirkftini; ami petitions. 


School official.-, and the board of educa- 


tion in Kiltlccr Di.it. 96 claim land for 
schools provided in the Lake County part 
of Buffjilo Grove's Sfrathmore subdivi- 
sion has been Insufficient. 


Buffalo Grove village officials and Lev- 


itt ami Sons. Inc.. builders of Strath- 
more, claim sufficient school land is 
available. 


KKMMtTS BY the parties to solve the 


problem h-ive been unsuccessful. In De- 
cember Dist. 96 offered to buy 20 acres 
of land at $3,000 an acre from Levitt for 
a school 


Levitt rejected the offer. Finally, last 


month Uist. % condemne'l 15 acres of 
land in the Stratlimorc sulxlivision for a 
school. 


To add to the controversy, the Strath- 


more Homeowners Association 
(SHA) 


has been picketing the Levitt sales office 
in Buffalo Grove in an attempt to force 
the building firm to 'fulfill its moral ob- 
ligation" to the school district. 


The picketing was called off last week 


after Levitt sought an injunction against 
the SHA to stop the picketing. 


The school site problem in Dist. 9f> has 


only recently come into the spotlight, 
but problems can be traced back to the 
early l%0s. 


However, the current situation devel- 


oped last full when the school district be- 
gan negotiations with Levitt for the sale 
of land for an additional school site. The 
district now has one site in Buffalo 
Grove. 
A 5,6-acre site on Arlington 


Heights Road has been offered to the dis- 
trict by the village. 


HOWEVER, DISTRICT officials 
feel 


even if a school can be built on the 5.6 
acre site, a third site still will be needed. 


Consequently, the district dropped any 


considerate n of the 5.6 acres and de- 
cided to attempt to secure a 20-acre site 
on which a single, large school could be 
built. 


Representatives from Levitt and school 


officials were unable to agree on a price 
for the land and Dist. 96 decided Jan. 31 
to condemn. Later, the district dropped 
the amount of land to 15 acres. The con- 
demnation suit was filed about two 
weeks ago. 


How was this situation allowed to 


arise? All parties involved place the 
blame on a lack of communication, yet 
they have differing opinions on whose 
fault it is. 


"TO PLACE THE BLAME on anyone 


at this time serves no purpose; but some- 
where communications broke down," 
said Dist. 96 Supt. William Hitzeman. 


"A lot of this could have come out 


sooner. I don't want to point a finger, but 
Buffalo Grove could have alerted us to 
the problem. I think any village has a 
certain responsibility in alerting school 
districts to incoming developments." 


But his opinion is quite different from 


Village Pres. Don Thompson, who said, 
"I don't feel Buffalo Grove has been at 
fault in the past." 


"We said in 1963 that 1,660 children 


would be produced from the devel- 
opment. The school district was fully 
aware of this." 


Levitt and Sons regional manager Ar- 


thur Gingold asked, "Where was the 
school board when the village was deal- 
ing with the plat? The board should have 
had representatives at that board meet- 
ing."

The following answers were derived

MRS. LOWELL MASON of 4374 Hoover 


St. in Rolling Meadows said: 


"I'm all for high school athletics. I feel 


these programs do a lot to contribute to 
the character and maturity of the kids 
who participate. It's good life training all 
the way around. 


"Even the girls share vicarciously by 


watching the sports. But what I wish a 
that we had some more athletic pro- 
grams for girls, such as golf and tennis," 
she said. 


R. E. Duffy of KOI S. Plum Grove 


Road, in Palatine said: 


"Athletics have a value for the whole 


school, not just those who participate in 
them. For example, they lead In school 
spirit. Without athletics people wouldn't 
know where they go to school. 


"As for those who are not good enough 


to participate, they can play in in- 
tramural activities. If everybody could 
play it would be like having everybody 
running the country," he said. 


Mrs. Dennis Richards of 2306 Birch 


Lane in Rolling Meadows said: 


"Sports in high school are just tre- 


mendous for the kids. For one thing, they 
help keep the students interested in 
school activities instead of roaming the 
streets. 


"WHAT I ALSO like about high school 


teams is that they keep the kids together 
and teach them the benefits of knowing 
(rue sportsmanship," she said.

Most people are aware of the fact that 


Rolling Meadows recently celebrated its 
ISth anniversary. People also know that 
the city is the result of a vision of a 
builder back around 1953. 


Rolling Meadows started with the Kim- 


ball Hill project. Hill and associates were 
builders who in 1953 came up with the 
idea of taking 537 acres of farmland 
south of Arlington Park, west of Wilke, 
north of Kirchoff and east of Rohlwing 
Road, getting it rezoned into a residen- 
tial area and building a subdivision on it. 


Hill planned to build several hundred 


$11,000 to $13,000 homes on the land, in 
addition to eventually constructing an 
area school, water and sewer system, 
park, shopping center, streets and side- 
walks. 


AT THE OUTSET, the Kimball Hill 


project was met with heated debate from 
surrounding towns. On one side, the vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights hasseled with 
Hill over a building code issue. And on 
the other, the village of Palatine and its 
school districts were concerned over the 
added population the new homes might 
bring. 


In U63 the Cook County Zoning Board 


gave Hill the go-ahead. 


By 1H4 much of the opposition had 


died down, and with a large portion of 
the Bin homes completed, the unincorpo- 
rated area boasted a population of 1,200 
late in that year. 


Today Rolling Meadows has almost 17 


times as many residents as it had in 
1964. And in a way, through the par- 
sistence of Kimball Hill to see bis dream 
materialixe,this city was born. 


With tax bills expected to arrive at 


taxpayers' doors in the next six weeks, 
assessed valuation for the taxing bodies 
in Palatine Township are receiving their 
district valuations. 


In 
Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Ele- 


mentary Dist. 15, school board members 
were happily surprised Wednesday night 
to learn that the district's assessed valu- 
ation for 1969 increased by $29.7 million, 
more than any previous year. 


Total assessed valuation of property in 


Dist. 15 is $211.2 million, last year it was 
$181.5 million. 


"I THINK THIS is the largest jump 


we've had In a long time," Joel Meyer, 
budget committee chairman, said. 


Meyer noted for the board that the 


levy for taxes passed by the board was 
only $9,557 more than the county exten- 
sion for the year. 


The $29.7 million increase in assessed 


valuation is partly due to increased con- 
struction and partly because of an in- 
crease in the percentage of actual valu- 
ation credited to the assessed valuation. 


Assessed valuation en a $30,000 home 


would be about $10,000, or 33 per cent of 
the value. Because Cook County has had 
a lower percentage than other counties, 
the multiplier was equalized throughout 
the state, raising the per cent ia this 
county. 


IN FIGURING the amount of taxes 


which will be collected, Dist. 15 should 
receive 15 per cent by June 30,1970, Wil- 
liam Colburn, Dist. 15 business manager, 
told the board. 


At the same meeting, the board de- 


cided to renew its membership in the 
Northwest Educational Cooperative for 
the coming year. The NEC is made up of 
representatives from the 10 school dis- 
tricts in the northwest area. 


Dist. 15 also voted to participate in a 


data services cooperative within the 
NEC to provide computer service for 
payroll, grade cards, and business office 
procedures. Through the cooperative ef- 
fort, research into computer use by 
school districts will be explored. 


Board architect Richard Donatoni told 


the board construction on the Pepper 
Tree Farms elementary school on Cun- 
ningham and Ridgeway roads is begin- 
ning, though a temporary road has to be 
installed to get to the site.The board ap- 
proved an additional $2,000 to pay for the 
temporary road from Cunningham Drive. 


At Hunting Ridge School, Donatoni told 


the board, the developer will put addi- 
tional fill on the back of the school area 
to help alleviate the poor drainage. The 
board also contracted to have a drainage 
problem at Jane Addams School repaired 
this spring. 


Brooks Answers Critics 


"Perhaps my reputation has been hurt, 


but my heart is right." 


Clyde Brooks, chief figure in the estab- 


lishment of the Sidewalk Academy, made 
that statement in defense of citizens who 
have criticized him for bringing such 
controversial figures as Bobby Rush and 
Leonard Weinglass to speak at Forest 
View High School. 


President of Educational Laboratories 


and a recently announced School Dist. 
214 board candidate, Brooks made the 
statement last night to a group of 30 per- 
sons during a Dist. 59 school community 
council meeting at Holmes Junior High 
School, Mount Prospect. 


BROOKS SAID the purpose of the 


Sidewalk Academy was to "provide in- 
formation." 


"We wanted to provide information 


about the pressing issues of the day," he 
said. "We left by providing information 
we would provide inspiration. By provid- 
ing inspiration and information we would 
provide destination." 


In response to recent letters criticizing 


the presence of controversial figures at 


Forest View, Brooks said, "At least 
they're expressing something rather than 
nothing at all." 


BROOKS SAID the Sidewalk Academy 


has attempted to "remain neutral" and 
to get the "other side of the issue." 


Brooks, who said he disagreed with or- 


ganizations such as the John Birch 
Society and the Black Panthers, told the 
audience, "I think somewhere between 
those two extremes we can come to an 
agreement to solve our problems." 


HE SAID, "exposure increases under- 


standing" and added that the Sidewalk 
Academy's purpose was to "improve hu- 
man relations." 


Brooks is manpower director for the 


North Cook County Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) and is deeply in- 
volved in the civic affairs in the north- 
west suburban area. He is one of the few 
black persons living in this area. 


He is a part-time instructor and con- 


sultant at Harper College, Algonquin and 
Roselle roads, in Palatine. 


Born in Danville, 111., Biuofcs received 


his Bachelor's and Master's degrees at 


Western Illinois University at Macomb. 
He and his wife, Georgia, moved to Elk 
Grove five years ago. They have a 
daughter. 


HE HAS WORKED with the Boys Club, 


the YMCA and the Juvenile Court in Chi- 
cago. Brooks has taught at Harrison and 
Bowen high schools in Chicago, and has 
served as a counselor at Crane High 
School. 


Brooks iilu Uas worked as a con- 


stultant to the Illinois Drug Abuse pro- 
gram which operates six centers to aid 
addicts in Chicago. He has also been ac- 
tive with the Marillac House, a Chicago 
settlement house. 


In this area. Brooks is a member of 


the Elk Grove Kiwanis, is on the reli- 
gious education committee task force of 
Queen of the Rosary Parish, Elk Grove 
and was a lecturer at St. Mary of the 
Lake Seminary in Mundelein. 


Brooks is also a consultant with the 


Scott, Foresman Publishing House. He is 
a counselor with the Church Federation 
of greater Chicago and has been the di- 
rector of education for the JOBS Project, 
a federal job 'raining program.

Before I knew it there was an Opaline 


Gouramis staring at me. I dashed around 
the corner and bumped into some talking 
cats. 


I backed away, not in fright actually, 


just to see the situation from the proper 
perspective. Besides, the talking cats 
were in an aquarium. And they weren't 
talking. 


I asked Frank Morrone, the man who 


seemed to be answering everyone's ques- 
tions, why fish called talking cats we- 
ren't talking. 


"They are called that because they 


yelp when they're netted out of water," 
he explained. 


Marrone is the manager of Bit 0' Trop- 


ics, a tropical fish store in the Grove 
Shopping Mall, Elk Grove Village. 


He seemed to have good reason to 


know all about fish because he had been 
selling them for 15 years. He first be- 
came involved in the fish business as a 
hobbyist, and at one time had 21 tanks of 
fish in his home. 


SEVERAL OF Morrone's customers 


have almost as many tanks. Bob Sano- 
shy, an Elk Grove High School student 
who began working for him when the 
store opened Feb. 14, said be will soon 
have seven tanks of fish. 


Why are some people hooked on fish? 
"It's a hobby anybody can fall into," 


he said. "Some just get hit real hard by 
the hobby. They like fish." 


Morrone explained how it happened to 


him. He had his first tank of fish when 
he was about 10 years old, but said he 


didn't really get hooked until later. 


"I had this tank of guppies and when 


they had babies I got another tank for 
the babies so they wouldn't get eaten by 
the parents," he said. "It just blossomed 
from there." 


The store fish, which are all fresh-wa- 


ter fish, come from South America, Af- 
rica and the Far East. 


Morrone has everything from guppies 


to piranhas, stingrays and knife fish. 


Asked how dangerous piranhas really 


are, he said, "Well, you don't pet them." 


He explained that piranhas grow to be 


about six inches in a small aquarium, 
although they grow much larger in their 
normal setting, the Amazon. 


HE THREW IN A few tips for fish 


owners. One I found interesting was that 
a fish only eats until it is full. It will not 
overeat. This means that a fish should be 
fed small quantities several times a day, 
rather than pouring in a large amount of 
food. The fish will only eat what it wants 
and the rest falls to the bottom. 


"The fish don't die from overeating," 


he said. "The food rots and pollutes the 
water, causing the fish to die." 


Morrone added, "Most people realize 


that if they don't take care of the fish 
they'll die, and will ask questions when 
they buy them." 


Did you know that some fish go on hun- 


ger strikes? Some fish, although fish are 
supposedly not temperamental, get tiret! 
of the food they've been eating and just 
quit. 


"You have to give them a variety of 


foods until they find one they're satisfied 
with." he said. 


Morrone also explained tou have to age 


the water for 48 hours to rid it of chlo- 
rine before putting fish in it. 


He can answer almost any question 


about fish, or find the answer. He can 
even explain where nicknames for some 
of the fish originated. 


One question I forgot to ask which has 


been bugging me is where did the un- 
sexed bettas get-their name?

the 54 original homes with complaints, 
only 37 still have >o be taken care of. He 
added there were approximately 100
